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RULES  OF  ORDER 


1.  After  the  opening1  of  Conference,  the  first  business  in  order 
shall  be  reading  of  the  President's  Annual  Report. 

2.  At  3  o'clock  P.  M.,  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  the  officers  of 
the  Conference  shall  be  elected  by  ballot. 

3.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Conference  adjourned  and  call  the  Conference  to  order. 

4.  Each  morning  session  shall  be  opened  by  reading  a  portion  of 
the  Scripture  and  prayer,  under  direction  of  the  President. 

5.  At  the  meeting  of  each  daily  session  the  Secretary  shall  read 
the  Minutes  of  the  preceding  day,  and  the  Conference  correct  and 
prepare  them  for  registration. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chair,  or  the  privilege  of  a  mem- 
ber, to  call  any  brother  to  order  who  may  indulge  in  personal  reflec- 
tions or  irrelevant  debate. 

7.  The  Chair  shall  decide  all  questions  of  order  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  Conference,  which  appeal  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

8.  All  the  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Chair,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  participate  in  debate  by  calling  a  member 
to  the  Chair. 

10.  The  President  shall  vote  on  no  question,  except  in  case  of 
a  tie. 

11.  No  member  shall  speak  on  any  question  without  rising  from 
his  seat  and  respectfully  addressing  the  Chair  as  "Mr.  President," 
and  being  recognized  by  the  Chair. 

12.  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  speak  more  than  once  on  any 
question,  except  by  unanimous  permission  of  the  Conference. 

13.  No  person  shall  pass  between  the  Chair  and  a  member  speak- 
ing, or  interrupt  the  speaker,  except  by  permission  to  explain. 

14.  Members  shall  not  converse  together  in  a  tone  sufficiently 
loud  to  disturb  the     Conference. 

15.  Members  shall  retain  their  seats,  unless  rising  to  speak,  or 
for  the  purpose  of  retiring. 

16.  Members  are  required  to  vote  in  all  cases,  unless  excused 
therefrom  by  the  Conference. 

17.  No  motion  shall  be  entertained  or  debated  until  the  same 
shall  be  seconded. 

18.  All  motions  and  resolutions  made  and  seconded  shall  be  open 
for  debate,  except  the  previous  question,  the  motion  to  adjourn,  and 
to  lay  on  the  table,  which  questions  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

19.  All  amendments  shall  be  disposed  of  before  the  vote  is  taken 
on  the  main  question. 
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20.  All  questions  of  order  arising  after  the  previous  question 
has  been  called  for  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

21.  The  decision  of  all  questions  shall  be  Yes  or  No.  The  yeas 
and  nays  shall  be  recorded  on  the  journal  by  the  call  of  one-fifth  of 
the  members  present. 

22.  All  resolutions  or  amendments  shall  be  reduced  to  writing. 

23.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  in  order,  except  made 
by  a  member  who  voted  with  the  majority,  and  on  the  same  or 
succeeding  day,  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members  present. 

24.  No  motion  or  resolution  indefinitely  postponed  shall  be  called 
up  again  during  the  session. 

25.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  five  minutes  without  per- 
mission of  the  Conference. 

26.  No  committee  shall  meet  during  the  session  of  Conference. 

27.  All  petitions  and  resolutions  shall  be  referred  to  proper 
committee.

The  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference  of  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Church  convened  in  its  one  hundredth  annual  session  in  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  at  Asheboro,  Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard, 
pastor,  on  Wednesday,  November  2,  at  9:30.  Rev.  A.  G.  Dixon, 
D.  D.  the  president  was  in  the  chair  and  had  charge  of  the  devotional 
service,  which  was  as  follows:  Hymn  192,  Prayer,  T.  M.  Johnson; 
Scripture  Lesson,  Psalm  91;  Hymn  327;  Responsive  Reading,  Sel. 
33;  Prayer  by  L.  C.  Little;  Hymn  323. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll  of  ministers,  preachers  and  dele- 
gates. 

After  calling  the  Secretary  to  the  chair,  the  President  read  his 
report.  On  motion  the  President's  official  character  was  passed  by 
a  rising  vote. 

The  names  of  Rev.  D.  A.  Highfill  and  Rev.  J.  H.  Stowe,  deceased 
ministers  of  this  conference,  were,  on  motion,  transferred  to  the  Roll 
of   the   Honored    Dead.

The  roll  of  charges  was  read  and  the  pastors  submitted  their 
reports.  After  announcements  conference  took  recess  until  1:45 
this  afternoon,  the  time  being  spent   in   committee  meetings. 

Thursday  Afternoon 

1:45.     The  devotional  service  was  in  charge  of  J.  H.  Moton. 

The  President  made  some  remarks  concerning  a  pot  of  dahlias 
which  was  presented  by  the  delegate  from  Mt.  Hermon  charge, 
Brother  J.  D.  Payne,  and  Mrs.  Payne.  Brother  Payne  was  intro- 
duced to  the  Conference.  He  asked  to  be  excused  from  further  atten- 
dance because  of  the  illness  of  his  wife.

Reiner,  Jr.,  of 
Baltimore,  Md.,  sang  a  solo.  The  President  then  introduced  J.  E. 
Pritchard,  the   Conference   Historian,   who  read   a  historical  paper. 
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Following  the  paper,  Rev.  Roby  F.  Day,  D.  D.,  of  Inwood,  N.  Y., 
President  of  the  Eastern  Conference,  made  the  anniversary  address. 

Friday,   November  4 

8:45.  The  roll  was  called.  M.  P.  Chambliss  led  the  Conference 
in  the  devotional  exercises. 

The  order  of  the  day  at  9:30  was  a  church  extension  rally. 
A.  G.  Dixon  called  on  the  pastors  of  the  Church  Extension  points 
to  make  brief  statement  concerning  their  work.  The  following  spoke : 
N.  G.  Bethea,  State  Street,  Lexington;  W.  M.  Loy,  Fountain  Place, 
Burlington;  G.  H.  Hendry,  for  the  new  enterprise  at  Kannapolis;  J. 
W.  Redding,  delegate  from  Spencer,  spoke  of  the  work  there;  F.  M. 
Furr,  North  Charlotte.  Dr.  Dixon  made  the  closing  address.  On 
motion  the  President  was  authorized  to  solicit  funds  for  Church 
Extension  to  any  extent  he  may  be  able.  An  offering  in  cash  and  pledges 
to  the  amount  of  $2166  was  taken  to  suppliment  the  funds  of  the 
Board  of  Church  Extension.

A  motion  prevailed  that  the  action  of  a  previous  conference  re- 
quiring pastors  to  revise  the  church  register  in  the  presence  of  the 
class  be  recinded.     (See  Discipline  1924,  page  30,  section  3.) 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Pastoral  Work  was  read  and 
on  motion  adopted.     (Report  E.) 

Motion  for  adjournment  was  made,  and  after  announcements 
Conference  stood  adjourned. 

Afternoon 

1:45.  After  a  short  devotional  service  in  charge  of  the  Presi- 
dent the   Conference  entered   into   a  business   session. 

Dr.  Roberta  Fleagle,  returned  missionary  from  China,  and  Miss 
Anna  Forrest,  field  worker  for  the  W.  F.  M.  S.,  were  introduced. 

It  was  the  order  of  the  day  at  2:00  o'clock  to  elect  representa- 
tives to  the  General  Conference.  The  following  tellers  were  appoint- 
ed: G.  L.  Curry,  L.  W.  Gerringer,  M.  I.  Crutchfield;  D.  P.  Lemmons, 
R.  C.  Causey,  R.  P.  Butler.  Ballots  were  distributed  and  a  vote 
taken. 

Dr.  Paul  N.  Garber,  Professor  of  Church  Histroy  in  Duke  Uni- 
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versity,  and  fraternal  messenger  from  the  Conferences  of  the  Meth- 
odist Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  this  State,  was  introduced  and  made 
a  fraternal  address.  At  the  request  of  the  President,  C.  E.  Forlines 
made  a  response.  A.  G.  Dixon  led  the  conference  in  prayer.  The 
report  of  the  Joint  Commission  on  Methodist  Cooperation  was  read 
and  on  motion  adopted.     (Report  F.) 

J.  H.  Moton,  pastor  of  English  Street,  High  Point,  asked  that 
the  alternate  from  his  church  be  seated  in  place  of  the  regular 
delegate.     It  was  so  ordered. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Superannuates  was  read.  (Re- 
port G).  A  motion  prevailed  to  lay  the  report  on  the  table  until 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Group  Insurance  could  be  read.  J. 
E.  Pritchard  made  some  remarks  about  Group  Insurance,  and  intro- 
duced Mr.  Seabend  to  the  Conference.

The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  President's  report  read 
the  report  of  that  Committee,  which  was  on  motion  adopted.  (Report 
H). 

It  was  moved  that  Conference  give  a  rising  vote  of  thanks  to 
those  who  are  assisting  in  the  stenographic  work  of  the  Conference. 
Conference  so  voted. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Ordinances  was  read  and  on 
motion  adopted.  (Report  J.)  The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Church 
Survey  was  read  and  adopted.    (Report  K). 

A  motion  prevailed  to  raise  a  Committee  on  Conference  Manual. 
The  follwoing  were  elected:  J.  R.  Hutton,  Geo.  R.  Brown,  C.  W. 
Bates.  The  following  reports  were  read  and  on  motion  adopted: 
Church  Music  (Report  L)  ;  Evangelism,  (Report  M)  ;  Parsonages', 
(Report   N). 

On  motion  conference  adjourned  after  hearing  a  partial  report 
of  the  tellers,  who  reported  eleven  ministers  elected,  the  ballot  for 
laymen  not  having  been  canvassed. 
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Friday  Night 

7 :30.  A  short  business  session  was*  held  before  the  meeting,  and 
the  following  business  transacted:  It  was  made  the  order  of  the  day 
to  hear  Dr.  Rosenberger  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  Minutes 
tomorrow  morning,  and  to  hear  Dr.  Forlines  following  Dr  Rosen- 
berger. 

The  tellers1  announced  the  results  of  the  second  ballot,  and  a 
third  ballot  was  taken. 

The  Pulpit  Committee  read  the  report  of  the  churches  to  be 
supplied  on  Sunday.     On  motion  the  report  was  adopted.    (Report  P). 

The  evening  service  was  given  over  to  a  meeting  in  the  interest 
of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  The  following  speak- 
ers were  introduced:  Dr.  Roberta  Fleagle,  returned  missionary  from 
China;  J.  Clyde  Auman,  returned  missionary  from  Japan;  and  former 
President  of  Nagoya  College;  and  Rev.  S.  W.  Rosenberger,  D.  D., 
Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Foreign  Missions.

The  students  and  members  of  the  High  Point  College  Faculty 
were  introduced,  and  gave  the   College  song  and  the  College  yell. 

On  motion  it  was  voted  to  reconvene  at  7.30  for  a  business 
session. 
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•  -  The  Conference  voted  that  the  expense  to  the  General  Confer- 
ence be  apportioned  on  a  basis  of  $30  for  each  representative,  each 
representative,  to  take  care  of  any  additional  expense. 

Motion  to  adjourn  carried.  J.  C.  Aumian  led  the  Conference 
in  prayer. 

Saturday    Night 

7:00.  Conference  entered  into  a  business  session.  The  Secretary 
read  a  letter  from  Brother  J.  Norman  Wills,  relative  to  the  files 
of  Minutes.  On  motion  P.  S.  Kennett  was  made  custodian  of  the 
Journals. 

The  President  made  a  statement  that  one  Arnold  Williams  is  not 
the  son  of  Rev.  D.  R.  and  Mrs.  Williams  of  this  Conference. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  historical  paper  prepared  by 
J.  E.  Pritchard,  Conference  Historian,  be  published  in  the  Journal. 

The  President  made  a  statement  concerning  some  funds.  On 
motion  it  was  ordered  that  the  sum  of  $312.84  be  turned  over  to  the 
Fountain  Place,   Burlington,   Church. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Roberts  Bequest,  (Report 
W),  and  of  the  Conference  Trustees,  (Report  X),  were  read,  and 
on  motion  adopted. 

A  resolution  concerning  pastoral  supply  for  the  churches  was 
read  and  on  motion  adopted.      (Resolution  2). 

Rev.  J.  S.  Williams,  D.  D.,  Chaplain  of  the  Mission  of  the 
Good  Samaritan,  Asheville,  and  a  member  of  this  conference  was 
introduced,  and  made  some  remarks  concerning  his  work,  and  con- 
cerning the  reception  given  him  as  fraternal  messenger  from  this 
Conference  to  the  Western  North  Carolina  Annual  Conferecce  of 
the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South,  in  session  at  Asheville. 

A  motion  prevailed  to  have  a  short  business  session  following 
the  meeting  in  the  interest  of  the  Board  of  Young  People's  Work, 
which  was  then  entered  into.

The  following  reports  was  read  .and  adopted:  (Report  GG),  Com- 
mittee on  Social  Reform;  (Report  HH),  Literature  and  Education; 
the  report  of  the  Conference  Secretary,  (Report  II)  ;  Committee  on 
Rural  Church,  (Report  JJ). 

On  motion  the  members  of  the  Conference  Faculty  whose  terms 
expire  this  year,  were  reelected  to  succeed  themselves. 

The  report  of  the  Superannuated  Fund  Society  was  read  and  on 
motion  adopted. 

A  memorial  to  the  General  Conference  was  read,  and  on  motion 
the  Secretary  was  introduced  to  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on  Re- 
vision  of  the   General   Conference. 

On  motion  Geo.  R.  Brown  was  asked  to  convey  to  Mrs.  S.  J.  Ker- 
nodle  of  Reidsville,  the  good  wishes  of  the   Conference. 

The  Conference  indorsed  an  item  of  the  Faculty  making  R.  E. 
Andrews  a  full  member  of  Conference.  The  Statistical  Secretary 
made  a  verbal  report      (See  Statistical  Tables). 

On  motion  a  committee  of  three  was  elected  to  edit  the  longer 
reports  for  the  Journal.  J.  F.  McCulloch  was  named  as  chairman, 
the  other  members  being  J.  D.  Williams  and  C.  W.  Bates. 

The  Committe  on  Group  Insurance  made  a  report.  It  was  voted 
to  adopt  the  Prudential  policy,  and  that  $1,000  be  assessed  on  the 
Conference  to  take   care   of  the   Conference   share.

R.  Brown  was 
instructed  to  write  a  resolution  on  the  enforcement  of  the  18th 
Amendment,  for  insertion  in  the  Journal,  and  for  the  use  of  any 
who  may  desire  the  commitment  of  this  Conference  on  the  subject. 

The  report  of  the  Editor  of  the  Herald  was  ordered  printed  in 
the  Journal. 

It  was  moved  to  hear  the  report  of  the  Stationing  Committee. 
After  a  few  remarks  by  the  President,  the  Lay  Member  of  the 
Committee,  L.  W.  Ward,  read  the  report.  (Report  LL).  The  report 
was  adopted  as  read.  The  Committee  was  instructed  to  insert  any 
names  inadvertently  omitted. 

On  motion  the  Committee  on  Group  Insurance  was  continued 
with  power  to  act. 

On  motion  it  was  ordered  that  all  money  for  Conference  maps 
and  the  remaining  maps  be  turned  over  to  J.  Clyde  Auman. 

Conference  voted  to  meet  next  year  on  the  Wednesday  before 
the  first   Sunday  in  November. 

Conference    adjourned   with   prayer   by   the    President.

November  22 — By  consent  of  the  charge  Released  Rev.  M.  P. 
Chambliss  from  Moriah  and  appointed  him  to  Vance.

The  Conference  Work 

During  this  Conference  year  I  have  been  blessed  with  good 
health  for  the  most  part,  so  have  willingly  and  unhesitatingly  re- 
sponded to  every  call  possible.     In  doing  the  work  assigned  me  I 
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have  not  spared  myself  or  the  Buick  car.  I  have  traveled  about 
15,500  miles  in  my  own  car,  many  miles  with  pastors  in  their  cars 
besides  many  miles  by  rail.  Have  attended  29  Quarterly  Confer- 
ences, 72  Committee  and  Board  Meetings,  have  written  about  2700 
letters  and  post  cards,  delivered  196  sermons  and  addresses,  assist- 
ed in  9  funerals  and  married  4  couples. 

Mrs.  Dixon  has  been  a  great  help  in  the  work  in  many  ways, 
especially  by  responding  to  the  call  of  pastors  and  missionary  So- 
cieties. She  has  made  about  94  addresses,  organized  several  Chris- 
tian Endeavor  Societies  and  several  Missionary  Societies.  Together 
we  have  assisted  in  four  revivals  and  had  the  pleasure  of  seeing 
54  persons  join  the  church  as  a  result. 

Fourth  Quarterly  blanks  were  sent  to  all  the  pastors  and  the 
following  facts  were  gleaned  from  these: 

First,  that  62  charges  paid  pastors  salary  in  full. 
Second,  that  18  increased  their  salaries  for  next  year,  totaling  an 
increase    of   $4,285.       2   reduced    their   salaries    amounting   to    $83.00 
leaving  a  balance  gained  of  $4,202. 

Third,  an  increase  in  membership   of  910. 

Fourth,  the  amount  of  money  spent  on  church  buildings  and 
improvements  was  $37,736  and  on  Parsonages  $16,766. 

Fifth,  that  6  churches  reported  100%  organized,  25  reported  75% 
organized,  and  22  reported  50%.  The  others  were  under  this  or  failed 
to  report.

Sunday,  Sept.  18th,  Rev.  J.  H.  Stowe,  peacefully  and  quietly  fell 
asleep  in  Jesus. 

The  two  ministers  referred  to  were  both  our  venerable  fathers 
in  Israel  and  was  honored  among  us. 

Obituary  Committee  were  regularly  appointed,  and  will  report 
at  the  memorial  service  next  Sunday  afternoon. 

On  Dec.  27,  1926,  Rev.  Fred  C.  Klein,  D.  D.,  our  first  ordained  mis- 
sionary  to   Japan   and   for  nearly  twenty   years    Secretary   of   the 
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Board  of  Missions,  peacefully  passed  to  the  Great  Beyond.  Dr. 
Klein  belonged  to  the  entire  denomination.  He  was  a  good  man  and 
will  be  missed  among  us.  I  suggest  that  the  Secretary  of  this  Con- 
ference be  directed  to  write  Mrs.  Klein  at  Berwyn,  Md.  expressing 
our  sympathy. 

Our    Children's    Home 

A  full  report  of  the  Home  will  be  made  at  the  proper  time  by 
the  Superintendent  and  the  Treasurer.  Our  people  take  a  great  pride 
in  the  Home,  and  they  contribute  to  the  Home  with  a  bit  more 
joy,  I  think,  than  to  any  thing  else  out  side  of  the  local  church. 

Each  Sunday  School  should  respond  to  the  request  for  one 
Sunday  offering  for  the  Home.  Most  of  our  Schools  are  doing  this, 
and  I  believe  the  others  can  be  led  to  do  so  provided  there  is  some 
systematic  follow-up  plan  to  call  attention  of  our  pastors  and  Sunday 
School  Superintendents  to  this  worthy  cause.  I  call  attention  once 
more  to  the  "Daily  Income  Plan"  which  is  put  on  each  year  at 
Thanksgiving  for  the  Home.  If  our  people  will  respond  liberally 
through  these  two  channels  the  Home  will  continue  to  be  in  good 
financial    condition. 

High    Point    College 

The  High  Point  College  goes  on  apace  with  its  great  work.  It 
was  a  source  of  great  joy  to  us  that  we  were  able  to  graduate 
our  very  first  class  with  an  "'A  Grade  Diploma,"  tho  the  college  had 
only  been  running  three  years.  Many  said  we  could  not  do  it,  but 
we  did.  Our  present  enrollment  is  316  with  44  of  these  in  the 
senior  class. 

The  College  is  not  only  the  pride  and  joy  of  our  Conference, 
but,  thank  God  it  is  being  recognized  as  the  very  heart  of  the  Con- 
ference. It  has  already  put  new  life  into  the  Conference,  and  through 
the  years  it  will  build  us  up  as  nothing  else  has  done.  It  is  great 
to  know  that  all  true,  loyal-hearted  Methodist  Protestants  in  this 
Conference  are  responding  to  the  calls  of  the  High  Point  College. 
Many  people  from  other  states  and  from  other  denominations 
in  the  state  are  saying  beautiful  things  about  us.  Many  of  us  have 
been  down  under  the  burdens  of  it  until  we  have,  in  a  measure', 
failed  to  see  the  glory  of  it.  But  today  we  should  lift  up  our  hearts 
and  praise  God  for  so  wonderfully  leading  us,  and  promise  him 
that  we  will  boost  with  all  our  souls. 

All  praise  and  all  honor  to  every  one  who  has  contributed  in 
any  way  to  make  High  Point  College  possible.  At  this  present  time 
Mr.  Geo.  T.  Penny  and  Mr.  J.  M.  Millikan  are  leading  in  a  cam- 
paign to  clear  the  college  of  indebtedness,  and  word  comes  to  us 
that  Mr.  C.  F.  Finch  is  making  it  possible  to  begin  the  erection  of  a 
gymnasium  shortly.  To  these,  and  to  the  many  who  have  helped 
and  who  will  continue  to  help,  we  say,  God  bless  you. 
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For  five  years  now  I  have  labored  side  by  side  with  Dr.  R.  M. 
Andrews,  the  President  of  High  Point  College,  and  know  from  actual 
experience,  and  from  constant  touch  with  this  great  soul,  that  for 
these  five  years  he  has  given  his  best  and  his  all  to  the  College,  he 
could  do  no  more.  In  this  great  work  he  has  the  love  and  confidence 
and  backing  of  the  people  of  the  Conference. 

Our    Superannuates 

We  rejoice  that  these  faithful  soldiers  of  the  cross  are  receiv- 
ing a  bit  more  than  formerly.  Five  years  ago  the  largest  amount 
paid  to  any  one  of  our  Superannuates  was  $235.00  per  year.  This  year 
a  few  of  them  are  receiving  $325.00.  However  that  amount  is  far 
too  small.  When  I  came  into  office  I  had  high  hopes  of  leading 
the  Conference  to  do  something  worthy  for  this  cause.  But  our 
financial  burdens  at  High  Point  College,  and  in  our  church  building 
campaigns  have  bent  our  backs  almost  to  the  breaking.  So  we  have 
not  done  much  extra  for  the  Superannuates. 

I  commend  the  plan  recommended  by  the  committee  on  Superan- 
nuates last  year,  and  urge  its  qualified  continuance.  I  also  urge 
each  pastor  in  the  Conference  to  stress  the  offering  for  Superan- 
nuates until  he  is  sure  he  has  the  full  amount  assessed  his  charge 
for  this  worthy  cause.  This  Conference  should  quickly  work  to  the 
point  of  paying  $500.00  per  year  to  each  of  our  Superannuates.  When 
we  raise  the  full  assessment  of  $4000.00  per  year  for  this  cause 
we  can  do  this  and  at  the  same  time  pay  a  bit  more  than  we  are 
doing  to  widows  of  ministers. 

Pastoral  Work 

Any  honest  pastor  will  tell  you  that  pastoral  work  becomes  more 
and  more  difficult.  But  difficulties  must  not  be  allowed  to  crowd 
out  one  of  the  most  effective  functions  of  the  pastor.  This  is  not 
gad -about  work.  It  is  a  real  Kingdom  service.  A  pastor  said  to  me 
recently,  "I  have  decided  that  when  I  visit  a  home  something  shall 
be  done  before  I  leave  it  to  let  it  be  known  that  a  minister  has  been 
in  the  home." 

A  good  layman  said  the  other  day,  "Can't  you  manage  some 
way  to  get  the  pastors  to  visit  more,  especially  among  the  careless 
and  the  indifferent.  If  sheep  are  absent  the  shepherd  is  careful 
to  look  after  the  absent  ones." 

Whatever  you  may  think  about  it,  your  people  want  you  in  their 
homes.  They  wish  your  presence  occasionally  and  your  influence 
in  rearing  their  children.  The  Stationing  Committee  frequently 
finds  it  difficult  to  place  men,  simply  because  they  will  not  visit. 
The  pastor  neglects  this  work  to  the  detriment  of  the  people  he 
serves  and  to  the  detriment  of  his  own  usefulness  in  Kingdom  serv- 
ice.

Pastoral  Supply  and  Pastoral   Support 

We  have  a  noble  band  of  ministers  serving  our  fields,  and  we 
have  been  able  from  year  to  year  to  supply  all  our  fields.  A  few 
of  our  men  may  be  inefficient,  and  a  few  of  our  fields  do  not  pay 
a  living  salary.  Some  of  these  are  small  and  seem  too  far  from 
other  fields  to  be  attached  to  any  thing  else.  The  one  problem  will 
be  studied  by  our  Conference  Faculty,  and  I  am  recommending  that 
a  Special  Boundary  Committee  study  the  other,  and  report  to  this 
Conference.  Pastoral  Supply  and  Pastoral  Support  are  so  closely 
bound  together  that  you  cannot  separate  them.  The  charges  are 
crying  out  for  wide-awake,  efficient  service,  and  when  they  get  this 
in  most  cases,  they  are  willing  to  increase  the  support  accordingly. 

The  matter  of  pastoral  support  is  one  task  that  I  have  set 
myself  definitely  to  during  these  five  years.  I  believed  our  pastors 
could  be  helped  in  this  and  they  have  been.  In  1922  our  pastors 
received  on  salary  $76,352.00,  and  this  year  they  were  promised 
$111,820.00,  an  increase  of  $35,468.00.  Reports  indicate  that  there 
are  not  many  deficits  in  salaries.  Our  country  charges  especially 
have  made  splendid  advances  in  salary.  Two  of  these  promise 
$2000.00  each  for  next  year.  Most  of  our  country  charges  have  made 
substantial  increases  in  salary  during  the  five  years.  However  there 
are  several  country  changes  that  are  just  as  able  to  pay  $2000.00  per 
year  as  are  the  two  which  are  doing  it. 

We  now  have  13  ministerial  students  in  High  Point  College; 
three  of  these  we  are  already  using  in  the  pastorate.  The  two 
young  men  who  graduated  from  our  College  last  May  would  like 
to  take  advanced  studies  this  year.  Three  who  graduate  from  our 
college  next  May  will,  perhaps,  enter  our  Westminster  Theological 
Seminary  next  September. 

Church    Extension 

This  is  one  of  the  most  important  matters  to  come  to  our  atten- 
tion. For  a  time  our  Conference  should  help  rather  largely  at  Foun- 
tain Place,  Burlington  and  at  State  Street,  Lexington.  Calvary  and 
West  End,  Greensboro  both  must  be  helped  for  a  while.  In  Spencer, 
Charlotte  and  Kannapolis  immediate  help  must  be  given  in  order  to 
seize  the  splendid  opportunities  we  have  at  these  places.  Then,  too, 
a  few  salaries  elsewhere  must  be  supplimented. 

A  study  of  our  Conference  work  will  show  that  no  money  we 
have  spent  has  paid  any  larger  returns  on  investment  than  what 
we  have  put  into  church  extension.  Under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  G. 
H.  Hendry  and  Mr.  D.  A.  McLauren  of  Concord,  a  church  has  been 
organized  at  Kannapolis,  a  lot  purchased  on  which  there  is  a  par- 
sonage, and  a  hut  has  been  built.  A  new  church  is  being  built  on 
High  Way  No.  10  between  Lexington  and  Spencer  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Rev.  R.  S.  Troxler.  This  church  is  asking  admisson  to  our 
Conference. 
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Young    People's    Work 

The  President  of  our  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  and 
the  committee  on  Young  People's  Work  will  report  to  this  Con- 
ference, so  I  need  not  speak  at  length  here. 

All  who  know  me  know  that  my  whole  heart  and  life  go  out 
to  this  work  I  love  our  young  people  and  delight  to  know  that  they 
love  me.  I  believe  in  our  young  people,  and  know  that  the  future 
church  depends  on  the  way  we  train  and  develop  the  youth  which 
God  commits  to  our  care.  Our  Sunday  Schools  and  Christian  En- 
deavor Societies,  our  College  and  our  Young  Pedple's  Summer  Con- 
ference are  all  helpful  agencies  in  this  great  work. 

The  home,  the  school  and  the  church  must  all  combine  to  save 
the  young  people  to  lives  of  usefulness  here,  and  to  lives  of  glory 
up  there  My  experience  in  the  work  leads  me  to  say  again, — I  fully 
believe  we  should  have  an  alltime  wide-awake  worker  in  the  field 
for  our  young  people.  This  worker,  in  my  judgment,  should  seek 
to  bring  about  better  organizations  in  many  of  our  churches,  and 
also  to  canvass  for  students  for  the  High  Point  College.  Lack  of  a 
man  has  kept  us  from  doing  this  this  year. 

The   Budgets 

The  First  Essential  in  raising  the  budgets  is  To  Believe  They 
Should  Be  Raised.  Many  times  they  are  not  raised  because  neither 
pastor  or  people  believe  fully  that  It  Should  Be  Done. 

An  average  per  member  of  $2.75  per  year,  or  23c  per  member 
per  month,  would  have  paid  in  full  the  College  Assessment,  the 
Annual  Conference  Budget,  and  the  General  Conference  Budget  for 
this  year.  No  one  will  argue  that  that  is  too  much.  When  we  pay 
our  pastors  about  $110,000.00  per  year  we  ought  not  to  think  of 
paying  less  than  a  combined  budget  of  $76,000  for  these  benevolences. 
We  need  a  greater  vision  of  Kingdom  service  beyond  the  local 
church. 

The  Second  Essential  in  raising  the  budgets  is  Every  Member 
Paying.  The  local  church  budget,  the  Conference  budgets  and  the 
College  Assessments  should  be  included  in  one  budget,  and  early 
in  the  year  the  every  member  canvass  should  be  made  in  such  a 
way  that  every  member  will  feel  that  they  have  an  obligation  to 
meet.  Let  us  get  the  habit  of  expecting  every  member  to  pay 
some  thing.  I  realize  the  difficulty  here;  but  this  is  the  end  toward 
which  every  local  church  should  work.  Raising  these  budgets 
is  just  as  much  a  pastors  obligation  to  his  Conference  as  preaching 
the  Sabbath  Sermon  is,  and  some  of  us  preach  a  better  sermon  by 
the  money  we  get  the  people  to  give  for  missions  than  we  preach 
to  our  congregations. 

The  Third  Essential  is,  Prayer, — A  splendid  pastor  said,  "I  would 
sooner  think  of  conducting  a  revival  without  prayer  than  attempt- 
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ing  without  prayer  the  task  of  raising  the  budgets.  Prayer  has  the 
same  place  in  each  undertaking." 

The  fourth  essential  is, — Information.  An  honest  effort  must  be 
made  to  give  full  information  concerning  the  interests  involved 
in  the  budgets.  A  budget  does  not  appeal  to  any  body;  but  the 
running  expenses  of  the  Conference,  the  Superannuate  fund,  Church 
Extension,  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  and  Christian  Education  when 
properly  presented  should  readily  appeal  to  any  Christian.  They  will 
appeal  if  the  needs1  are  rightly  told. 

A  Christian  should  know  that  it  is  as  important  to  pay  as  to  pray. 
We  pray,  "Thy  Kingdom  Come,"  and  we  help  to  bring  about  the 
coming  of  the  Kingdom  by  paying  our  dollars  to  Kingdom  interests. 

Our  people  are  coming  more  and  more  to  consider  the  budgets 
as  a  part  of  the  blessedness  of  our  church  life.  May  God  help  us 
all  to  come  to  view  the  Budgets  as  a  Privilege  and  not  a  Burden. 
And  may  He  help  each  minister  of  our  Conference  to  recognize  that 
raising  the  Budgets  is  perhaps  the  greatest  sermon  he  will  preach 
during   the    year. 

The  every  member  canvass,  in  some  form,  with  the  weekly,  or 
at  least  monthly  payments  is  the  very  best  plan  known  to  secure 
church  finance.  The  Special  Days,  Easter,  Children's  Day  and  Rally 
Day  with  the  Thank  Offering  Days  for  the  Missionary  Societies,  if 
properly  observed,  are  a  great  help  in  raising  the  General  Confer- 
ence Budget. 

Dr.  J.  M.  Sheridan  reports  for  last  Easter, — "About  500  churches 
reported  to  my  office,  showing  that  2,225  persons  united  with  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church  last  Easter  Sunday  morning."  "Thirty- 
two  churches  of  your  Conference  reported  to  my  office, — $983.49 
received  as  Easter  offering,  and  133  members  received  into  the 
churches — Other  churches  took  offerings  as  Mr.  Staley's  books  show 
that  your  Conference  sent  in  $1196.00  as  Easter  offerings  only  68 
of  your  224  churches  ordered  the  Easter  programs,  leaving  156  church- 
es that  did  not  order." 

I  suppose  that  about  this  same  ratio  holds  with  reference  to 
Children's  Day  and  Rally  Day.  Thus  many  of  our  churches  neglects 
one  of  the  best  means  of  helping  to  raise  the  General  Conference 
Budget. 

Rural  Church  Life 

The  rural  church  work  is  exceedingly  important  with  us,  because 
we  are  still,  at  least  70%  in  the  country.  This  matter  was  thoroughly 
and  we  believe  helpfully  discussed  at  our  last  Summer  Conference. 

Consolidation  of  rural  churches  in  a  few  instances  would  do 
much  good,  and  this  will  come  in  course  of  time,  but  it  must  come 
slowly.  The  Committee  on  "Consolidation  of  Rural  Churches"  should 
be  continued  that  the  matter  may  be  studied  well  and  carefully 
handled. 
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Church    Music 

It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  we  are  making  improvement  here. 
We  should  keep  working  at  this  until  through  us  God  leads  our 
people,  in  many  places,  into  a  more  worshipful  attitude  in  church 
music,  and  until  jazz  is  banished  from  all  our  churches. 

Literature 

Our  Church  Literature  and  Sunday  School  Literature  is  as  good 
as  the  best,  and  far  better  for  us.  Wie  commend  it  most  heartily 
to  our  people. 

The  Methodist  Protestant,  The  Recorder,  The  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Herald,  and  The  Missionary  Record  are  our  own  church 
papers.  To  be  posted  with  reference  to  all  our  work  we  need  to 
read  all  four  of  these  papers.  A  campaign  for  the  increased  circu- 
lation of  both  the  Methodist  Protestant  and  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Herald  has  been  made  this  year.  We  trust  the  results  have  been 
good.  Agents  will  be  here  at  Conference  to  receive  your  subscrip- 
tions. Mrs.  J.  E.  Pritchard  of  Asheboro,  N.  C,  will  gladly  take 
subscriptions  for  the   Missionary   Record. 

Evangelism 

During  these  five  years  I  have  stressed, — 1st,  A  Spirit  of  Loyalty — 
2nd,  A  Spirit  of  Evangelism, — 3rd,  A  Spirit  of  Liberality.  My  obser- 
vation is  that  our  people  are  growing  in  the  graces  of  all  three. 
Some  splendid  meetings  have  been  held  this  year,  and  many  adults 
have  been  added  to  the  church.  But  the  faithful  worker  in  this 
day  knows  that  the  best  time  to  bring  people  into  the  church  is  in 
childhood.  We  build  churches,  pay  pastors,  run  Sunday  Schools  and 
the  other  organized  agencies  of  the  Church,  and  raise  budgets  to  build 
up  the'  saved  andi  save  the  unsaved. 

Methodist   Protestant   Centennial   Gratitude   Gift 

Thanks  to  our  Heavenly  Father  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
has  lived  and  prospered  for  a  hundred  years. 

We  are  meeting  in  our  One  Hundredth  Annual  Session,  and  dur- 
ing May  1928  our  General  Conference  meeting  in  St.  John's  Church, 
Baltimore,  Md.,  will  celebrate  the  One  Hundredth  Anniversary  of  the 
denomination  with  fitting  ceremonies.  One  of  the  features  of  that 
celebration  is  to  be  the  presentation  of  a  Gratitude  Gift  from  each 
Annual  Conference,  totalling  $100,000.  The  President  of  your  Con- 
ference and  Mr.  J.  D.  Ross  are  serving  on  the  Centennial  Committee, 
which  is  planning  for  this  celebration. 

Rev.  J.  H.  Straughn,  D.  D.,  of  Washington,  D.  C.  is  the  campaign 
director,  and  he  will  present  the  matter  to  this  Conference. 

This  Committee  has  held  two  meetings  and  is  planning  to  launch 
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the  Gratitude  Gift  Campaign  in  this  Conference  as  early  as  may  be 
practical  following  the  close  of  our  Conference  session. 

A  letter  was  sent  to  each  pastor  by  this  committee,  asking  that 
favorable  sentiment  be  created  among  our  people. 

The  new  President  of  the  Conference  elected  today  will  take  my 
place  on  both  the  General  Conference  Committee  and  the  Annual 
Conference  Committee. 

This  Gratitude  Gift  carries  with  it  no  thought  of  assessment 
to  either  conference  or  charges;  but  that  we  may  know  something 
of  what  is  expected,  the  North  Carolina  Conference  is  asked  to 
become  responsible  for  $12,000  of  the  $100,000  and  your  Conference 
Committee-  will  at  the  proper  time  suggest  goals  for  each  charge. 

The  Pastor's  Summer  Conference,  meeting  in  the  College  in  July 
elected  a  Conference  Centennial  Committee  consisting  of  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Conference,  J.  D.  Williams,  J.  E.  Pritchard,  J.  D.  Ross, 
S.  S.  Coe,  and  J  M  Cutchin. 

Recommendations 

1.  Progress  is  being  made  in  church  finance.  Those  charges  which 
have  a  plan,  and  work  this  plan  succeed.  The  Every  Member  Canvass, 
and  the  Duplex  Envelope  System  is  by  far  the  best  plan  for  raising 
the  local  benevolences  and  the  budgets.  I  recommend  that  the 
Conference  insist  that  this  plan  be  tried  out  in  every  best  possible 
way,   on   each  charge. 

2.  February  has  come  to  be  known  as  Stewardship  Month.  I 
recommend  that  all  pastors  be  asked  to  continue  to  stress  the  Bible 
teaching  on  the  Stewardship  of  Self,  Service  and  Substance  during 
February. 

3.  I  recommend  that  this  Conference  heartily  endorse  the  Grati- 
tude Gift  Campaign,  and  that  we  pledge  to  our  committee  our  most 
hearty  co-operation  in  quickly  raising  the  amount  alloted  to  this 
Conference. 

4.  I  commend  to  you  again  "Annual  Conference  Day."  By  this 
we  mean,  one  Sunday  set  apart  during  the  year  to  Study  Annual 
Conference  Needs,  and  to  lead  our  people  to  pay  the  Annual  Con- 
ference Budget  in  full. 

5.  I  recommend  that  much  be  made  of  the  Special  Days  for  the 
raising  of  the  General  Conference  Budget.  Our  people  are  doing 
better  from  year  to  year,  on  the  General  Conference  Budget;  but  in 
many  of  our  churches  they  have  not  yet  learned  to  count  this  an  obli- 
gation upon  the  church.  Every  possible  means  should  be  used  to 
teach  our  people  that  this  budget  affords  us  our  opportunity  of 
"Going  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth." 

6.  We  have  a  few  charges  whose  churches  cannot  well  be 
grouped  so  as  to  pay  a  pastor  a  living  salary.  I  am  asking  the  Confer- 
ence to  appoint  a  special  committee  to  study  these  charges  with  a 
view  to  helping  in  some  way.   This  Conference  should  do  something 
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to  give  relief  to  pastors  who  are  asked  to  serve  such  charges  on 
$800.00   or   less. 

7.  Mr.  C.  W.  Coghill  of  Rocky  Mount,  N.  C,  has  put  into  my 
hands  some  old  papers  which  are  of  interest  in  regard  to  the  early 
days  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  North  Carolina.  I  am 
placing  these  in  the  hands  of  the  High  Point  College  authorities  for 
preservation.  I  recommend  to  pastors  and  people  having  such  papers, 
which  will  be  of  special  interest  in  the  coming  years,  that  they  place 
such  papers  in  the  hands  of  the  President  of  the  High  Point  College 
for  safe  keeping.

The  life  of  a  Church  is  not  measured  entirely  by  dollars,  but 
what  is  given  to  Kingdom  purposes  does,  in  a  great  measure,  indicate 
the  development  of  God's  people.  The  above  figures  show  a  good 
increase  in  Church  and  Sunday  School  members,  a  fair  increase 
in  the  budgets,  and  a  rather  marvelus  increase  in  pastors,  salaries, 
Contributions  for  all  purposes,  and  in  the  increase  in  value  of 
Church  property. 

A   Summing   Up 
During  the  five  years  I  have  traveled  about  63,000  miles  in  my 
own  car  besides  many  miles  by  train  and  with  others  in  their  cars. 
Delivered  922  sermons  and  addresses 
Attended  over  200  Board  and  Committee  Meetings.

Sent  out  about  11,000  pieces  of  mail. 
Assisted  in  24  revivals.

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REPORT    OF    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON    CENTENARY 
GRATITUDE  FUND 

(REPORT  B) 

To  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 
Dear  Brethren: 

Your  special  committee  on  the  Centennial  Gratitude  Gift  desires 
to  report  as  follows: 

The  General  Conference  at  its  last  session  made  provision  for 
the  celebration  of  our  hundredth  anniversary  at  the  general  con- 
ference session  of  next  May  in  Baltimore.  A  centennial  committee 
was  appointed  and  has  in  process  at  this  time  the  preparation  of  a 
suitable  program.  A  part  of  this  anniversary  is  the  raising  of  a 
Gratitude  Gift  of  $100,000  for  distribution  among  the  Boards  of  the 
Church  with  a  view  of  starting  the  new  century  free  from  debts 
and  prepared  for  more  extensive  operations.  The  committee  has  made 
a  distribution  of  this  sum  among  the  various  annual  conference  and 
are  asking  our  conference  for  $12,000  as  an  appropriate  sum. 

Knowing  that  our  conference  would  be  meeting  somewhat  late 
in  the  year  the  president  of  the  conference  in  consultation  with 
various  members  of  this  body  decided  we  should  make  some  pre- 
liminary efforts  to  start  the  movement  in  North  Carolina  and  so 
invited  Rev.  J.  H.  Straughn,  D.  D.,  Director  of  the  Gratitude  Gift, 
to  meet  with  our  Summer  Conference  at  High  Point  last  July.  Dr. 
Straughn  came  and  after  discussion  it  was  decided  to  name  a  com- 
mittee, which  while  it  was  not  authoritative,  might  study  the  whole 
situation  and  come  to  this  conference  prepared  to  make  definite 
recommendations.  The  Committee  has  had  two  meetings,  one  of 
them  with  the  Director. 

We  hail  this  Centennial  with  happy  hearts.  We  look  back  over 
these  one  hundred  years  and  marking  the  way  that  we  have  come 
lift  our  hands  in  profound1  gratitude  to  our  Heavenly  Father  for 
the  marvelous  providence  that  has  attended  us  and  to  Him  we 
give  our  deepest  love  and  devotion.  It  is  in  our  hearts  to  say 
with  the  psalmist,  "What  shall  we  render  unto  the  Lord  for  all  His 
benefits  towards  us." 

With  this  in  our  minds  we  feel  that  it  is  most  appropriate  that 
we  should  celebrate  this  great  moment,  that  we  shall  review  the 
years  and  fix  definitely  in  our  minds  the  place  that  God  has  called 
us  to  occupy  in  the  great  family  of  the  church. 

We  recommend  therefore: 

v 
1.     That  we  accept  the  apportionment  of  $12,000  asked  of  us  by 

the  Executive  Committee  and  commit  ourselves  to  the  joyful  task  of 

laying  this  sum  upon  the  altars  of  the  church  as  a  small  expression 

of  our  Gratitude  to  God  for  these  hundred  years. 
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2.  We  recommend  that  this  conference  raise  up  a  committee 
charged  with  the  promotion  of  this  Gift  within  our  conference,  with 
the  president  of  the  Conference  as  chairman.  That  this  committee 
shall  have  full  authority  in  the  premises  to  follow  such  methods  as 
may  seem  wise  and  expedient. 

3.  That  we  designate  the  month  of  February  as  the  time  when 
our  churches  shall  receive  the  gifts  of  our  people  for  this  purpose. 
That  the  time  between  the  adjournment  of  this  conference  and 
December  be  employed  in  the  dissemination  of  literature  and  infor- 
mation, the  holding  of  group  meetings,  and  the  pursuit  of  other 
such  methods  as  may  be  informing  and  stimulating. 

4.  That  each  of  our  churches  be  requested  to  appoint  Centen- 
nial committees  who  shall  cooperate  with  the  pastor  in  presenting 
the  matter  to  our  people.  That  the  pastors  be  expected  to  preach 
centennial  and  denominational  sermons  and  in  every  way  prepare  the 
minds  and  hearts  of  their  members  for  this  presentation.  That  all 
our  churches  shall  use  this  great  occasion  for  mutual  inspiration  and 
the  quickening  of  love  and  devotion  for  the  church. 

5.  That  the  Conference  Committee  have  authority  to  appoint 
the  young  lady  who  shall  represent  our  conference  at  the  General 
Conference  and  shall  have  authority  to  decide  all  such  matters  as 
are  not  specifically  mentioned  in  this  report.

THE  METHODIST  PROTESTANT  HERALD 

(REPORT    D) 

Your  committee  believes  that  the  one  great  weakening  factor 
in  the  effectiveness  of  our  conference  organ,  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Herald,  is  the  fact  that  it  enters  so  few  of  our  homes.  When 
we  think  and  speak  of  the  paper  as  our  conference  organ  it  should 
mean  that  it  enters  the  homes  of  a  very  large  percent  of  our  people; 
but  instead  it  reaches  a  very  small  percent  of  our  people. 
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Our  problem  now  is  not  how  to  improve  the  appearance  of  the 
paper,  this  is  very  efficiently  taken  care  by  the  printers.  Nor  yet 
is  our  problem  how  to  improve  the  editorial  matter  in  appearing  in 
the  paper.  The  editor  having  been  released  from  the  responsibility 
of  the  mechanical  make  up  of  the  paper,  is  giving  us  editorials  that 
are  both  informing  and  stimulating  thought.  Our  problem,  and  it  is  a 
real  problem  that  can  be  and  ought  to  be  solved,  is  to  get  the  paper 
into  the  hands  of  our  people. 

One  worthy  reason  why  we  should  extend  the  subscription  list 
is  that  we  thereby  express  our  appreciation  of  the  improved  con- 
dition of  the  paper.  If  it  is  well  that  those  who  make  the  paper 
are  doing  better,  it  is  likewise  well  that  we  who  circulate  the  paper 
do  better. 

But  the  outstanding  reason  for  increasing  the  circulation  of 
the  paper  is  the  good  it  will  do,  if  it  has  a  chance,  in  the  upbulding 
of  the  church  and  in  Kingdom  service.  But,  to  place  the  paper 
into  only  part  of  the  homes  is  to  put  the  effectiveness  of  our  Con- 
ference organ  on  crutches.  It  is  as  though  you  take  an  able  bodied 
man  and  tie  one  of  his  hands  behind  him,  hobble  one  of  his  legs, 
blindfold  one  eye  and  send  him  to  his  work.  This  Conference  as  a 
body  should  say  to  the  individual  members  of  this  Conference  loose 
this  tied,  hobbled,  blindfolded  man  and  let  him  go. 

To  this  end  we  recommend  that  January  1928  be  Methodist  Pro- 
testant Herald  month,  and  that  the  pastor  and  delegate  to  this  con- 
ference of  each  charge  share  equally  the  responsibility  of  putting 
on  a  vigorous  campaign  during  January  in  an  honest  effort  to  put 
the  paper  into  every  Methodist  Protestant  home  in  the  entire  con- 
ference district. 

And  if  there  is  a  delegate  to  this  conference  or  a  pastor  who 
does  not  take  the  paper,  we  recommend  that  any  and  all  such  go 
to  the  mourners  bench  and  repent  heartily  of  his  sin  of  ommission 
and  bring  forth  fruit  for  repentance  by  subscribing  for  the  paper 
before  he  leaves  Conference. 

As  a  means  of  carrying  on  this  campaign  for  subscriptions  we 
recommend  that  a  quota  be  named  as  a  first  goal  for  each  pastoral 
charge,  and  that  all  subscriptions  on  that  field,  whether  old  or  new, 
count  in  reaching  the  goal.  We  suggest  that  during  the  campaign 
month  the  quota  as  suggested  below  be  kept  standing  in  the  paper 
and  that  a  parallel  column  show  from  week  to  week  the  number 
of  subscribers  already  procured. 

We  further  recommend  that  one  page  in  the  paper  each  week 
be  devoted  to<  helps  on  the  Christian  Endeavor  topic  and  the  Sunday 
School  lesson  the  Board  of  Young  People's  work  to  furnish  the  mat- 
ter, giving  the  larger  space  to  Christian  Endeavor.

REPORT  OF  JOINT  COMMISSION 

(REPORT  E) 

The  Joint  Commission  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  South, 
and  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  in  North  Carolina,  submits 
the  following  report: 

1.  In  order  to  promote  fellowship  and  bring  mutual  benefit  to 
the  two  churches,  we  would  reiterate  the  recommendations  set  forth 
in  the  four  items  in  our  report  made  two  years  ago,  and  repeated 
in  our  report  one  year  ago,  namely,  that  there  may  be,  as  opportun- 
ity affords,  an  interchange  of  pulpits  by  ministers  of  the  two 
branches  of  Methodism  and  an  interchange  of  preachers  in  revival 
work. 

Also  that  continuous  effort  be  made  for  readjustment  where  the 
two  Churches  overlap  in  rural  districts,  and  to  avoid  crowding  or 
overlapping  where  new  preaching  places  are  being  established  in 
towns  and  cities,  and  that  the  Presiding  Elder  involved  and  the 
President  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Conference,  together  with 
the  Committee  on  Rural  Church  Problems,  constitute  a  Board  of 
Meditation  to  act  with  the  parties  interested  in  making  the  adjust- 
ment. 

2.  It  was  agreed  to  continue  the  committee  created  one  year 
ago,  composed  of  Dr.  W.  P.  Few  and  Revs.  A.  G.  Dixon,  M.  T. 
Plyler  and  R.  C.  Stubbins,  to  study  the  problem  of  co-operation  and 
re-adjustment  of  rural  church  work  in  territory  where  the  two 
Churches  overlap,  this  committee  to  report  to  the  next  annual  meet- 
ing  of   the   Joint    Commission,   making  recommendation   as   to   the 
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basis  of  operation.     This  committee  is  to  be  known  as  the  Committee 
on  Rural  Church  Problems. 

3.  Following  the  agreement  of  a  year  ago,  that  the  term  of 
office  of  two  members  of  the  Joint  Commission,  representing  each  of 
the  two  denominations,  should  expire  each  year,  Rev.  M.  T.  Plyler 
and  Rev.  J.  H.  Barnhardt  were  nominated  by  the  group  of  the  Metho- 
dist Episcopal  Church,  South,  for  election  by  their  respective  Con- 
ferences, the  North  Carolina  Conference  and  the  Western  North 
Carolina  Conference.  The  matter  of  electing  two  members  by  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Conference  was  referred  to  the  nominating  com- 
mittee of  that  Conference.

REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    SUPERANNUATES 

(REPORT  G) 

The  Superannuates  of  this  conference  are  our  spiritual  fathers, 
and  we  today  are  the  heirs  of  a  rich  heritage  which  they  have  made 
possible  for  us.  They  forged  ahead  when  progress  was  much  more 
difficult  than  it  is  now.  They  kept  the  faith  when  there  was  much 
less  to  encourage  them  than  we  have,  who  have  come  after  them. 
With  zeal,  wisdom,  and  faith,  they  labored,  and  we  have  entered 
into  their  labors.  Surely  our  hearts  are  tender  towards  them,  and  full 
of  profound  appreciation  for  what  they  have  done  to  establish  our 
Zion,  and  to  exalt  him  who  is  our  great  Head.  Our  appreciation  of 
their  labors  shall  not  cease  and  our  affection  for  them  never  grows 
cold.  May  God  bless  them,  and  cause  his  face  to  shine  upon  them, 
and  give  them  peace. 

But  words  are  empty  things  with  which  to  pay  to  these  veterans 
of  the  Cross  our  debt  of  gratitude.  We  must  go  beyond  printer's 
ink  to  tell  them  our  appreciation  of  their  long  years  of  wise  and 
fruitful  service.  Words  may  cheer  their  spirits,  but  mere  words  can 
not  minister  to  their  material  necessities.  And  certainly  nothing 
short  of  this  is  an  adequate  acknowledgement  of  our  debt  to  them. 
We  recognize  this,  and  are  trying  to  prove  our  faith  by  our  works, 
but  what  we  are  doing  is  all  too  little.  Our  superannuates  are  worthy 
of  much  more  than  we  are  doing  for  them,  and  this  conference  should 
undertake  with  effective  earnestness,  to  provide  a  larger  fund  for 
their  benefit.    This  can  be  done,  and  should  be  done,  without  delay. 

Your  Committee,  therefore,  wishes  to  make  the  following  recom- 
mendations: 

1.  That  a  sufficient  amount  be  raised  to  enable  the  Superannuate 
Fund  Society  to  make  the  minimum  annual  appropriation  not  less 
than  $500. 
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2.  That  this  conference  make  a  public  offering  to  the  Superan- 
nuate Fund  Society,  and  that  such  offering  be  taken  at  each  recur- 
ring annual  conference.  Your  Committee  would  suggest  that  this 
offering  be  taken  at  the  Conference  Memorial  Service.  That  this 
offering  be  substituted  for  the  assessment  on  pastors  salary  of  one 
per  cent,  as  provided  in  the  1926  Conference.  And  that  fund  be 
for  immediate  distribution.  We  further  insist  that  the  assessment 
on  pastors  salary  for  permanent  fund  for  this  year  be  paid  by  each 
pastor. 

3.  That  the  assessment  on  the  various  charges,  as  provided 
in  the  conference  of  1926,  be  continued  provided  that  one  half  of  the 
amount  raised  through  this  assessment  be  available  for  annual  dis- 
tribution; the  remainder  to  go  to  the  permanent  fund. 

4.  We  recommend  that  this  be  handled  through  the  conference 
treasurer. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  persistent  effort  will  result  in  a 
worthwhile  increase  in  superannuate  fund,  and  that  the  conference 
should  push  this  matter  until  our  minimum  appropriation  is  not  less 
than  $500.

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REPORT    OF    COMMITTEE    ON    CHURCH    MUSIC 

(REPORT  L) 

Conscious  of  the  vital  part  that  music  plays  in  the  secular 
and  religious  life  of  us  all,  we,  your  committee  on  Church  Music 
feel  that  this  subject  is  by  no  means  unimportant,  though  one  which 
is  often  given  little  consideration  in  our  church  services.  No  relig- 
ious service  is  complete  without  music.  No  worship  program  fulfills 
its  purpose  without  music.  And  no  music  is  of  the  right  kind 
unless  it  expresses  the  reaching  of  the  soul  after  God,  and  inspires 
the  worshipper  with  His  presence.  Therefore,  we  need  better  music 
in  our  church  services,  and  need  to  use  it  to  better  advantage. 

To  enhance  the  value  of  music  in  our  services,  we  recommend 
that  pastors  spend  more  time  before  the  service  in  selecting  suitable 
hymns  for  the  theme  of  the  hour.  Should  he  not  understand  the 
art,  he  may  call  to  his  assistance  some  one  who  does. 

Since  so  many  cheap  publications  are  placed  on  the  market  by 
publishing  houses  whose  chief  aim  seems  to  be  to  enlarge  their 
profits,  regardless  of  the  detrimental  effect  upon  the  users  of  their 
books,  we  recommend  that  great  care  be  exercised  in  the  selection 
of  hymn  books  for  use  in  our  Sunday  School,  Christian  Endeavor, 
and  church  services. 

The  Methdist  Protestant  Book  Concern,  of  Baltimore,  Mary- 
land, is  in  business  to  serve  Methodist  Protestant  churches.  The 
agent,  Mr.  Charles  Reiner,  Jr.,  a  musician  himself,  will  gladly 
furnish  any  pastor  or  lay  member  with  a  catalogue  of  reputable 
hymn  books,  or  even  send  returnable  samples.  We  recommend 
the  use  of  our  publishing  house  for  this  kind  of  service. 

The  book  of  all  hymn  books  that  should  be  foremost  in  use 
by  Methodist  Protestant  churches  is  THE  METHODIST  PROTES- 
TANT HYMNAL.  It  may  not  suit  the  taste  of  the  jazz-inclined, 
but  it  will  serve  to  perpetuate  the  established  hymns  of  the  chris- 
tian church  in  the  minds  and  hearts  of  the  children,  and  those  who 
appreciate  their  true  worth.  We  recommend  that  a  carefully  pre- 
pared campaign  of  two  weeks  be  launched  in  January  by  the 
new  music  committee,  for  the  purpose  of  inducing  as  many  churches 
as  possible  to  purchase  a  quantity  of  our  hymnals  for  use  of  the 
congregation. 

In  many  of  our  churches,  the  choir  or  a  few  other  members 
who  delight  to  sing  God's  praises,  constitute  the  small  proportion  of 
those  who  join  in  this  form  of  worship.  Often  the  cause  can  be 
traced  to  the  inadequate  supply  of  books.  We  recommend  that  an 
effort  be  made  by  each  pastor  to  have  a  sufficient  number  of  repu- 
table hymn  books  purchased  to  supply  his  average  congregation.

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EVANGELISM 

(REPORT  M) 

Nothing  is  more  clearly  taught  in  the  Scriptures  than  that  the 
all-absorbing  work  of  the  church  is  evangelism.  The  purpose  for 
which  Jesus  came,  as  declared  my  Himself,  was  to  seek  and  to  save 
the  lost."  His  parting  command  to  his  disciples  was  a  command 
to  evangelism:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the  gospel 
to  every  creature."  Only  God  Himself  can  measure  the  compassion 
of  Jesus  for  the  salvation  of  souls.  By  precept  and  by  example,  he 
sought,  with  divine  povWer,  to  burn  this  passing  into  the  hearts  of 
these  men  he  would  send  forth  with  the  message  of  redeeming  love. 
I  nobedience  to  His  orders,  they  went  everwhere  preaching  the  cross 
and  the  ressurection,  and  pleading  with  sinners  to  be  reconciled 
to  God  though  the  atoning  blood  of  His  Son.  To  these  early  dis- 
ciples, nothing  was  paramount  to  the  saving  of  souls.  Men  were 
lost,  and  God  had  provided  a  way  by  which  they  may  be  found. 
They  had  been  commissioned  to  go  forth  with  the  good  news  and 
with  their  own  hearts  bearing  glad  testimony  to  the  saving  truth 
of  the  gospel,  they  must  bring  others  under  its  power.  To  save 
sinners  was  their  mission,  because  it  was  the  mission  of  their  Lord, 
and  into  this  heaven  appointed  work  they  put  the  full  measure  of 
their  lives. 

It  must  still  be  so.  To  the  minister  of  Jesus  Christ  is  given 
the  good  news  of  the  gospel,  and  his  mission  is  to  carry  this 
message  of  hope  and  deliverance  to  a  sin-cursed  world.  About  him 
everywhere  are  those  who  are  in  the  bondage  of  sin,  he  must  go  to 
them  with  a  message  of  freedom;  about  him  are  those  who  are  in 
darkness;  he  must  go  to  them  with  a  message  of  light;  about  him 
are  those  who  are  dead  in  trepasses  and  sins;  he  must  go  to  them 
with  a  message  of  spiritual  resurrection.  His  own  heart  like  the 
heart  of  his  Master,  must  burn  with  a  passion  for  souls.  He  must 
preach  the  gospel  in  the  confidence  that  it  is  the  power  of  God  unto 
salvation  to  every  one  that  believeth,  and  that  sinners  must  accept 
it  or  be  forever  lost. 

The  church  of  God  has  never  had  a  greater  mission  than  the 
mission  of  evangelism.  It  will  never  have.  Its  very  heart  and  soul 
is  in  its  passion  for  sinners,  that  they  may  be  saved.  When  the 
church  loses  this  passion  it  loses  its  inspiration,  its  power,  and  its 
influence.  God  will  not  own  the  church  that  does  not  do  what  His  Son 
came  to  do — seek  and  save  the  lost.  When  that  ceases  to  be  at 
the  very  center  of  our  church  programs  and  can't  be  put  there,  we  had 
just  as  well  close  up  and  sell  out;  for  without  this,  we  can't  do  busi- 
ness for  God. 

The  church  needs  a  new  consciousness  of  this  truth.  Evangelism 
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is  not  receiving  the  attention  that  it  merits,  and  that  it  must 
have  of  God  is  able  to  save  sinners  through  his  church.  A  study 
of  church  statistics  and  church  programs  give  strength  to  this  state- 
ment. The  number  of  converts  per  church  is  disparagingly  small. 
In  some  of  the  large  denominations  it  is  less  than  seven  converts 
per  church  for  a  conference  year.  With  the  number  of  our  conver- 
sions reduced  by  reclamations,  our  own  conference  would  hardly 
make  a  better  showing.  And  the  reports  of  either  conference  is  our 
connection  are  no  better,  and  parhaps  not  quite  so  good.  And  if 
we  will  examine  our  Church  programs,  we  will  find  that  the  em- 
phasis is  not  put  on  evangelism.  It  is  astounding  to  know  what  a 
small  place  the  saving  of  souls  has  in  the  all-year  program  of  the 
church.  And  yet  Jesus  said  that  was  the  express  purpose  for  which 
He  came  to  the  world. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  a  reportion  evangelism 
should  not  be  the  measure  of  our  responsibility  to  this  problem.  Un- 
less our  interest  in  i>  matter  so  great  as  this  can  go  beyond  a  formal 
conference  report,  our  spirit  of  evangelism  will  continue  to  flo* 
at  low  ebb,  and  the  church  will  have  but  little  power  to  seek  and 
to  save  the  lost. 

We  suggest  that  this  year  be  a  year  of  prayer  for  the  quickening 
of  the  spiritual  life  of  the  church,  and  for  fanning  into  stronger 
flame  the  fires  of  evangelism;  that  the  matter  be  kept  constantly 
before  our  people;  that  it  be  urged  in  our  Sunday  Schools,  C.  E. 
Societies,  and  all  the  other  organizations  of  the  church;  that 
pastors  emphasize  it  in  sermons,  visitations  and  personal  life;  and  that 
conference  be  called  by  the  president  of  the  conference  if  necessary 
for  discussion  and  the  making  of  such  plans  as  will  help  in  inten- 
sifying the  spirit  of  evangelism  throughout  the  conference.

REPORT  OF  THE  PARSONAGE  COMMITTEE 

(REPORT  N) 

We  are  gratified  to  know  that  every  year  gives  evidence  that 
our  people  are  becoming  more  and  more  interested  in  providing 
suitable  homes  for  the  pastors.  During  the  past  five  years  great  im- 
provement has  been  made  on  our  charges  along  this  line.  But  we 
regret  that  in  many  instances  very  little  if  any  interest  has  been 
manifested.  Some  parsonages  are  badly  located,  and  some  charges 
have  made  no  provision  for  a  house  for  the  pastor  and  his  family 
to  live  in. 

No  charge  should  require  a  pastor  to  live  among  the  members 
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if  they  fail  to  provide  a  house  for  him  to  live  in.  And  no  pastor 
should  be  required  to  live  in  a  house  that  does  not  compare  favorably 
with  the  other  homes  in  the  community.  When  a  pastor  is  required 
to  do  this  it  often  brings  about  unpleasantness,  and  in  some  instances 
may  cause  a  discord  between  pastor  and  people.  Why  should  a  pastor 
and  his  family  be  required  to  live  under  conditions  that  the  members 
of  his  charge  would  not  think  of  living  under?  Can  we  hope  to 
find  pastor  and  family  content  and  happy  when  they  look  around  and 
see  members  of  his  charge  living  in  homes  that  are  better  located, 
and  better  planned  than  the  preacher's  home? 

We  recommend  that  the  Conference  carry  out  the  recommenda- 
tions of  the  Parsonage  Committee  of  1925-26,  namely: 

"We  recommend  that  the  Trustees  of  the  District  Parsonage  be 
authorized  to  sell  the  present  property  and  to  purchase  property 
in  the  city  of  High  Point,  so  the  President  and  his  family  will  be 
located1  near  our  College."  Action  on  this  was  deferred  until  the 
Conference  of  1926.  Your  Committee  fails  to  find  where  any  action 
was  taken.  We  recommend  that  this  item  be  taken  up  by  this  Con- 
ference, and  disposed   of.

MISSIONARY   SOCIETY   REPORTS 

(REPORT  0) 

Woman's    Foreign    Missionary    Society. 

The  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  has  cause  to  feel  encouraged  over  its  success  during  the 
past  year.  While  progress  has  seemed  slow,  new  members  have 
been  added  to  our  auxiliaries;  Societies  have  been  organized  in  some 
places  where  years  of  effort  had  been  exp-ended,  and  special  services 
have  been  held  in  many  churches  that  had  no  missionary  organi- 
zation. 

One  of  the  most  important  and  far  reaching  things  accomplished 
was  helping  to  secure  Dr.  Fleagle  to  teach  missions  in  our  Young 
People's  Summer  Conference.  We  are  striving  to  emphasize  the 
work   of   interesting  and   educating   our  young  people   in   Missions. 

The  scope  of  our  work  has  covered  the  entire  program  of  our 
Board.  We  would  call  special  attention  to  the  Student  Loan  Fund. 
We  believe  there  are  loung  women  in  our  church  who  are  willing 
to  go  to  the  Foreign  Field,  but  are  not  properly  equipped.  We  are 
assisting  two  young  women  from  this  fund.  We  contribute  to  the 
Birthday  Offering  or  Missionary  Retirement  Fund;  we  support  nine 
scholarships  and  four  Bible  women  on  the  foreign  field  as  well  as 
one  medical  missionary,  Dr.  Fleagle.  We  have  a  growing  list  of 
tithers  and  intercessors  among  our  women.  This  means  progress 
and  is  the  key  to  advancement  along  all  other  lines. 
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In  addition  to  these  things,  we  have  made  two  special  gifts 
outside  of  our  own  work.  We  have  given  a  scholarship  to  the  daugh- 
ter of  one  of  our  missionaries  in  Japan  and  more  than  a  hundred 
dollars  to  the  young  son  of  another  missionary. 

We  are  happy  to  be  able  to  do  these  things,  and  thankful  indeed 
that  God  has  called  us  to  render  service  in  this  great  w*ork  of  His 
Kingdom  and  our  beloved  church. 

We  are  praying  that  more  of  our  women  and  girls  will  realize 
that  they  also  are  called  to  be  co-workers  with  God  in  carrying  the 
light  of  the  Gospel  to  the  world's  dark  places. 

We  appreciate  the  increasing  interest  and  helpfulness  of  our 
pastors  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  and  again  we  would 
ask  for  your  prayers  and  cooperation  in  the  great  cause  of  the 
Women's   Foreign   Missionary   Society. 

As  it  is  always  helpful  and  pleasant  to  report  progress,  we  here- 
with give  the  tabulated  results  for  the  year:

Our  work 
at  all  these  points  is  doing  well.

We  have  65  Auxiliaries  with  a  membership  of  1090,  and  23 
Young  People's  Societies. 

We  thank  you  the  ministers  of  the  N.  C.  Conference  for  your 
co-operation  in  our  work  and  ask  of  you  even  more  for  next 
year.

REPORT    OF    THE    SUPERINTENDENT    OF    THE    CHILDREN'S 

HOME 

(REPORT  R) 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  Friends  of  the  Children's  Home: 
I  came  to  the  Home  on  March  3rd  to  assume  the  responsibilities 
of  Superintendent,  to  succeed  Rev.  E.  G.  Lowdermilk  who  had  prev- 
iously resigned,  he  and  his  wife  having  faithfully  served  this  capac- 
ity for  two  years.  During  this  short  period  of  time  we  have  had 
many  new  experiences,  and  have  tried  to  work  them  out  to  the  best 
of  our  ability,  asking  Divine  Guidance,  we  realize  it  is  a  great  oppor- 
tunity to  train  young  lives  for  future  usefulness. 

Health   of    The    Home 

In  March  we  had  an  epidemic  of  Measles,  otherwise  the  general 
health   of  the   Children  has  been  very  good. 

On  April  10th  our  splendid  record  of  not  having  lost  a  child 
by  death  in  the  history  of  the  Home  was  broken  in  a  very  tragic 
manner,  when  a  car  in  which  several  of  our  boys  were  coming  home 
from  church  collided  with  another  car.  They  were  all  injured  to 
some  extent,  and  little  Homer  Finch,  twelve  years  of  age,  was  killed. 
This  cast  a  shadow  over  our  Home. 

Drs.  Coe  and  Austin,  our  efficient  Physicians,  very  successfully 
performed  10  Tonsil  and  Adenoid  operations  in  September.  These 
good  Doctors  have  a  very  fine  way  of  showing  their  deep  interest 
in  these  Children  by  giving  their  services  to  them. 
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Drs.  Clayton  and  McManus  also  contribute  their  Dental  serv- 
ices. These  thing-s  mean  much  to  the  Home,  and  to  them  we  are 
very  grateful. 

Children    Received    and    Dismissed 

During  the  year  eleven  have  been  admitted  and  five  have  been 
dismissed. 

Since  March  1st  we  have  had  100  applications  for  admission. 
You  can  readily  see  what  percent  we  are  able  to  consider,  some  of 
which  are  pathetic  appeals. 

We  trust  that  in  the  near  future  we  may  in  some  way  be 
enabled  to  care  for  more  of  these  children  who  so  much  need  help. 

We  now  have  78  children  in  the  Home,  and  if  this  great  enter- 
prise of  our  Methodist  Protestant  Denomination  is  to  grow,  we  must 
have  more  room. 

Schools 

We  are  trying  a  new  experiment  in  our  school  system  this 
year,  in  sending  the  High  School  Students  to  Jamestown,  and  we 
believe  it  is  going  to  prove  satisfactory. 

We  have  two  efficient  teachers  in  the  Grammer  grades;  the 
Children  are  very  much  interested,  and  their  report  cards  show  they 
are  doing  good  work. 

Farm 

Our  crops  were  fairly  ,good,  but  not  as  good  as  last  year, 
however  we  raised  quite  a  nice  lot  of  vegetables,  about  150  bushels 
of  wheat,  400  bushels  of  corn  and  200  bushels  of  potatoes,  65 
bushels  of  irish  potatoes  and  have  made  112  gallons  of  molasses 
and  about  2000  quarts  of  canned  fruits  and  jelly. 

A  nice  lot  of  rough  feed  and  the  Silo  most  full  of  ensilege  for 
winter  use. 

Two  good  cows  have  been  added  to  the  herd,  all  of  which  are 
doing   splendidly.    We   have    50    hogs    (including   large    and    small) 
which  will  make  our  meat  for  this  year  end  enough  left  for  next 
years  meat. 

We  have  recently  completed  a  Sanitary  Dairy  Barn,  with  Silo 
in  connection,  at  a  cost  of  more  than  $2,000.00  which  we  consider 
a  very  fine  improvement. 

Donations 

We  will  mention  a  few  of  the  gifts,  as  space  will  not  permit 
them  all.  Mr.  J.  R.  Thomas,  of  Greensboro  made  is  possible  for  us 
to  own  a  7  passenger  Cadillac  Sedan,  at  almost  the  price  of  a  Ford 
by  personal  donation;  this  was  a  very  great  need  supplied. 

The  Montgomery  Peach  Company  of  Candor,  gave  us  sixty  bus- 
hels of  peaches.  Mr.  George  Ross  gave  us  twenty-eight  bushels  of 
peaches,  and  Mr.  and  Mrs.  E.  L.  Douglas  one  hundred  and  fifty  ever- 
bearing strawberry  plants.    A  great  many  classes,  societies,  Vacation 
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Bible  Schools  and  individuals  have  given  us  materials,  ready  made 
garments,  and  a  few  pieces  of  bed  clothing,  etc. 

Bennett  Brothers  of  High  Point  have  given  us  fresh  meat  for  one 
Sunday  dinner  in  each  month. 

The  American  Bakers  of  High  Point  have  given  us  more  than 
$400.00  worth  of  bread  and  cakes. 

The  Kester  Furniture  Company  very  generously  remembered  us 
at  Christmas  with  a  new  sewing  machine. 

Dr.  J.  W.  Swain  of  Asheboro,  and  brother-in-law  gave  us  two 
good  second  hand  sewing  machines. 

Mr.  W.  F.  Grabs,  in  his  usual  good  manner  has  remembered  us 
with  several  bushels  of  apples,  these  with  many  other  useful  contri- 
butions have  been  received  which  means  much  to  us  in  a  financial 
way  and  otherwise. 

FINANCES 

The  offering  of  all  who  contribute  regularly  have  been  very 
good,  but  we  hope  they  will  be  inspired  to  do  more  this  Conference 
year  than  ever. 

We  hope  that  every  pastor  will  go  back  home  from  Conference 
this  year  and  urge  every  church  to  send  at  least  one  offering  out  of 
each  month  toward  making  and  keeping  a  home  for  the  homeless

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  HIGH  POINT  COLLEGE 

(REPORT  T) 

In  submitting  my  third  report  to  this  conference,  I  am  pleased  to 
state  that  there  have  registered  this  semester  316  students  in  the 
various  departments.  Forty-four  Seniors,  39  Juniors,  79  Sophomores, 
100  Freshmen,  33  in  the  Commercial  department  and  21  special 
students.    This  is  an  increase  over  last  fall  of  113  students. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  announce  that  the  deficit  in  running 
expenses  this  year  will  be  less  than  any  year  since  operations  began. 
We  are  grateful  for  the  contributions  made  by  the  various  churches 
in  this  conference  and  express  the  desire  that  for  the  present  year 
the  total  amount  laid  on  the  district  may  be  collected. 

Last  year  the  State  Board  of  Education  promised  us  that  if 
there  could  be  provided  by  the  Church  an  amount  equal  to  the  interest 
on  $500,000  at  5  per  cent,  $25,000,  and  if  we  should  have  the  heads  of 
our  deparments  holding  Master's  degree,  having  met  all  other  con- 
ditions, that  there  would  be  no  further  question  about  our  A-grade 
rating.  These  conditions  have  been  met  and  we  feel  confident  that 
if  this  conference  together  with  the  General  Conference  will  continue 
to  fulfill  their  pledge  of  $5,000  each  to  us  that  this  plan  may  be 
operated  until  the  amounts  are  secured  in  permanent  endowment 
without  further  question. 

We  are  also  pleased  to  announce  that  the  Committee  appointed 
some  time  ago  to  liquidate  the  indebtedness  is  going  about  the  task 
with  earnest  hearts  and  great  faith,  and  we  believe  they  will  succeed 
before  a  great  while. 

A  Business  School  has  been  established  and  is  making  splendid 
progress,  in  fact,  we  believe  this  department  will  pay  for  the  running 
expenses  this  year. 
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There  are  thirteen  young  men  here  at  the  present  time  preparing 
for  the  Christian  ministry,  and  two  young  ladies  who  are  preparing 
for  definite  all-time  religious  service. 

At  the  present  time  all  of  our  class  rooms  are  in  use  and  it  will 
be  necessary  to  finish  the  third  floors  in  the  two  dormitories  if  there 
is  any  substantial  increase  in  the  number  of  resident  students  next 
year.  The  grounds  are  being  now  prepared  for  sowing  grass,  through 
the  kindness  of  Brother  R.  M.  Cox,  who  has  donated  the  seed  and  the 
fertilizer  and  Bro.  Geo.  T.  Penny  who  is  furnishing  the  labor  for 
planting  the  same.  The  material  is  also  being  assembled  for  the 
erection  of  the  Memorial  Gate  by  the  Senior  Class.  This  will  be  a 
beautiful  gate,  conforming  in  style  of  architecture  with  the  buildings. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  it  was  decided  to 
admit  any  student  who  came  from  a  North  Carolina  Orphanage,  hav- 
ing finished  the  high  school  subjects,  to  High  Point  College,  the  same 
giving  his  or  her  note  for  the  expenses  of  the  course  or  courses  taken 
while  here,  to  be  paid  after  he  or  she  leaves  college. 

As  is  generally  know,  all  ministerial  students  and  sons  daughters 
of  ministers  are  given  full  tuition  together  with  those  young 
people  who  come  from  orphanages.  And  at  this  time,  we  are  offering 
aid  of  this  type  to  between  thirty  and  forty  students.  We  are  glad 
to  render  this  service,  but  you  can  see  by  a  glimpse  at  our  financial 
situation  that  we  are  poorly  able  to  do  it.  Therefore,  we  believe 
you  can  appeal  to  our  people  for  greater  liberality  toward  the  college 
because  of  this  service  we  render  to  worthy  young  people. 

In  conclusion,  permit  us  to  say  that  while  we  have  passed  through 
some  trying  hours  and  we  do  not  feel  that  at  the  present  time  we 
have  yet  arrived  on  solid  ground  where  we  can  rest  and  be  pleased 
with  ourselves,  still  if  the  members  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  will  support  this  institution  with  its  means  and  will  send 
their  children  to  it,  we  feel  confident  that  the  church  will  receive 
within  the  next  quarter  of  a  century  a  contribution  of  young  life, 
trained  for  service,  that  will  make  a  wonderful  impression  for  good 
upon  the  world.  We  therefore,  appeal  to  every  loyal  member  to 
give  us  their  unstinted  support  during  these  trying  years.

REPORT  OF  BUDGET  COUNCIL 

(REPORT  Y) 

To  the  members  of  the  Conference: 

At  the  time  this  report  is  written,  figures  are  not  at  hand  for 
a  comparison  of  this  year's  receipts  with  those  of  last  year,  but  our 
impression  is  there  has  been  a  gain  not  only  in  receipts  but  in  the 
number  of  churches  and  charges  that  have  contributed  to  the  Budgets. 
This  in  itself  is  hopeful.  But  we  need  to  press  on  until  every  church 
on  every  charge  assumes  its  responsibility  for  the  raising  of  the 
entire  budget. 

Last  year  the  per  centages  alloted  to  each  interest  of  the  General 
Conference  Budget  was  printed  in  the  Journal — see  Journal  1926, 
page  75 — with  the  amount  to  be  raised  for  each.  The  Conference 
Treasurer's  report  will  show  what  we  have  done  or  failed  to  do 
toward  reaching  the  full  amount.  We  have  probably  fallen  far 
short. 

It  seems  to  be  the  custom  in  some  of  our  churches  to  credit  all 
that  the  Missionary  Societies  raise  on  the  General  Conference  Budget, 
the  W.  F.  M.  S.  is  given  only  12  per  cent;  the  W.  H.  M.  S.  only  six 
per  cent  of  the  total.  If  the  Societies  raise  more  than  this  and  it  is 
credited  on  the  Budget,  but  still  applied  on  the  Missionary  interests, 
by  whom  and  for  whom  it  is  raised,  and  other  items  of  the  Budget 
must  suffer  a  proportionate  loss. 

If  we  will  think  of  the  General  Conference  Budget  as  a  wheel, 
the  hub  being  the  local  church,  the  spokes  the  various  interests  to 
which  we  contribute,  and  the  rim  representing  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church  as  a  whole,  we  will  see  the  importance  of  each  local 
church  contributing  its  full  share  to  every  general  interest.  If  some 
of  the  spokes  are  missing,  or  made  weak  from  lack  of  support,  the 
wheel  must  collapse.  The  Budget  Conucil  would  suggest  that  the 
churches  make  an  earnest  effort  to  give  every  interest  that  which  is 
due  that  there  be  no  lack  in  carrying  forward  the  whole  program 
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of  the  church.    Not  less  for  missions,  but  more  for  all  the  enterprises 
in  which  the  Church  is  engaged. 

The  suggestion  was  made  last  year  that  the  rural  churches  adopt 
"the  Lord's  Acre  Plan"  for  raising  the  finances  in  the  country 
church.  It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  a  number  of  the  churches  have 
adopted  the  plan  this  year.  Some  of  them  are  reporting  more  raised 
on  the  Budgets  than  ever  before.  We  would  suggest  that  the  pastors 
on  these  charges  relate  their  experience  in  this  regard  and  so  inspire 
other  churches  to  undertake  the  plan. 

One  of  the  outstanding  needs  of  our  churches  iis  a  better  financial 
plan  for  the  raising  of  church  finances.  Your  committee  does  not 
attempt  to  set  forth  a  scheme  because  conditions  are  different  in 
different  churches.  But  we  would  suggest  that  the  Board  of  Stewards 
in  each  church  study  the  methods  that  have  been  successful  in  other 
churches,  and  try  to  work  the  plan  that  seems  practicable  for  their 
local  conditions.  We  are  suggesting  that  each  church  get  a  plan,  or 
make  one — and  work  it. 

We  would  suggest  to  the  president  the  advisability  of  having 
some  charts  prepared  that  will  set  forth  the  facts  as  to  our  finances, 
and  that  he  give  a  short  talk  on  the  charts  as  he  makes  his  rounds. 
A  number  of  business  concerns  are  using  this  method  of  salesman- 
ship. We  who  are  the  children  of  light  might  sell  the  interests  of 
the  Kingdom  in  the  same  way. 

The  Financial  Statement  in  the  Herald  the  past  year  has,  we 
think,  been  of  great  help  in  stimulating  our  people  to  give  to  the 
Budgets.    We  suggest  that  this  be  continued  during  the  present  year. 

The  President  of  the  Conference  was  instructed  to  study  the 
field  with  a  view  to  a  more  equitable  apportionment  of  the  Budgets 
to  the  various  charges.  He  has  laid  before  us  a  list  for  our  approval. 
With  certain  changes,  we  are  submitting  the  list  to  you.  After 
struggling  with  this  matter  for  several  years,  we  confess  to  our 
inability  to  find  a  solution  that  will  be  satisfactory  to  all.  The 
General  Conference  apportionment  must  be  accepted  in  full,  and  the 
needs  of  the  Annual  Conference  are  great ;  so  the  amount  to  be  raised 
must  be  placed  where  there  is  the  largest  possibility  of  the  money 
being  raised.  We  cannot  take  two  charges  with  the  same  number 
of  members  and  under  every  condition  expect  them  to  raise  the  same 
amount.  Not  all  charges  are  equally  willing;  not  all  charges  are 
equally  able.  So  we  cannot  lay  down  hard  and  fast  rules,  as  much 
as  such  rules  might  seems  to  be  desirable.  We  have  done  our  best, 
having  in  mind  the  necessity  of  raising  the  largest  possible  amount, 
to  be  fair  to  each  charge,  and  to  put  upon  it  no  greater  task  than 
it  can  perform.

REPORT  OF  THE   COMMITTEE   ON  YOUNG   PEOPLE'S   WORK 

(REPORT  BB) 

Passing  the  first  centenial  mile-stone,  and  starting  hopefully 
toward  the  second,  it  is  our  aim  and  determination  to  improve  upon 
the  achievements  of  the  past,  as  commendable  as  they  have  beei. 
Hence,  since  this  is  an  era  of  intense  interest  in  young  people's 
activities,  we  are  ambitious  to  keep  abreast  with  the  times,  and  we 
desire  the  best  for  the  young  people  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church. 

We  commend  most  highly  the  work  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Young  People's  Work,  Rev.  Lawrence  Little,  as  well  as 
that  of  Fred  W.  Paschall,  President  of  the   Conference   Board   for 
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their  untiring  labors  ana  efficient  service,  and  we  pledge  them  our 
hearty  support. 

The  following  recommendations  are  submitted  for  your  ap- 
proval : 

1.  That  the  Conference  Board  prepare  a  form  of  requirements 
to  be  signed  by  those  who  attend  the  Summer  Conference  in  order 
that  it  may  be  primarily  a  training  school,  and  not  merely  a  recrea- 
tional center. 

2.  That  the  Summer  Conference  next  year  be  held  the  same 
week  as  the  Pastor's  Conference,  with  the  exception  that  it  being  on 
Saturday  and  close  the  following  Saturday.  This  will  permit  dele- 
gates to  return  home  immediately  after  the  awarding  of  the  cer- 
tificates  on  the  closing  day. 

3.  That  the  appropriation  of  $1,500  for  salary,  and  $200  for 
traveling  expenses,  be  continued;  and  that  Fred  W.  Paschall  be 
elected  Field  Secretary.  Also,  that  the  Conference  appropriate  $600 
for  the  use  of  the  Young  People's  Board  for  the  expenses  of  the 
Summer  Conference. 

4.  That  the  assessment  at  the  rate  of  two  cents  per  member, 
with  a  minimum  of  $2.00  for  each  Sunday  School  and  Young  Peo- 
ple's Society,  and  $1.00  for  each  Intermediate  and  Junior  Society, 
be  continued.  Further,  that  the  names  of  the  Schools  and  Societies 
paying  this  assessment  be  reported  to  the  Summer  Conference. 

5.  That  we  concur  in  the  effort  of  the  Board  of  Young  Peo- 
ple's Work  to  raise  the  standard  of  our  Summer  Conferencs  to  equal 
that  of  other  denominations,  by  making  them  Standard  Schools  of 
Religious  Education,  in  accordance  with  the  rating  of  the  Interna- 
tional Council  of  Religious  Education. 

6.  That  where  feasible,  the  pastors  foster  the  Vacation  Bible 
Schools  or  Schools  of  Week-day  Religious  Education  in  their  respec- 
tive churches  or  communities. 

7.  That  the  Conference  Board  of  Young  People's  Work  inaugu- 
rate the  operation  of  Schools  of  Methods  during  the  winter  months 
in  several  centers  in  the  Conference  District,  conducting  them  the 
required  length  of  time  to  give  credits  for  the  work  completed,  as 
at  the  Summer  Conference. 

8.  That  each  church  send  at  least  one  delegate  to  the  Summer 
Conference,  and  provide  for  the  expense  of  the  same  if  necessary. 

9.  That  an  intense  effort  be  made  throughout  the  Conference 
during  the  ensuing  year  to  grade  the  young  people's  work  in  all 
the  churches,  the  C.  E.  Societies  according  to  the  standards  of  the 
International   Council. 

10.  That  stewardship  and  Missions  be  especially  stressed  this 
year,  and  that  clases  in  one  or  both  of  these  subjects  be  conducted 
during  the  year. 

11.  That  the  President  of   the   Annual   Conference  appoint  two 
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representatives,  and  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Young  People's 
Work  appoint  three,  to  constitute  a  committee  to  consider  the  advisa- 
bility of  supporting  a  missionary  to  the  foreign  fields',  said  commit- 
tee to  report  at  the  Summer  Conference  for  action. 

12.  That  the  young  people's  organizations  of  the  churches  co- 
operate with  the  interdenominational  unions,  councils,  etc.,  and  that 
representatives  be  sent  to  the  meeting  whenever  possible. 

13.  That  this  Conference  elect  one  minister  and  one  layman  to 
represent  the  denomination  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  N.  C. 
Sunday  School  Association,  provided  it  is  in  accord  with  the  policy 
of  said  association. 

15.  That  the  Sunday  Schools  observe  the  Special  Days  of  the 
denomination  with  appropriate  programs,  preferably  those  prepared 
by  our  several  Boards,  and  emphasize  the  need  of  liberal  contributions 
to  the  fields  which  the  boards  represent. 

15.  That  our  gratitude  be  expressed  to  the  Editor  and  the  pub- 
lishers of  the  Herald  for  the  liberal  space  given  to  publications 
relative  to  the  young  people's  work.

REPORT  OF  THE   PRESIDENT  OF  THE   BOARD   OF  YOUNG 
PEOPLE'S  WORK 

(Report  CC) 

The  work  of  greatest  interest  which  the  Board  of  Young  People's 
Work  has  accomplished  during  the  past  year  is  that  of  the  Young 
People's  Summer  Conference.  These  conferences  are  of  untold  value 
to  the  church  which  is  dearest  to  our  hearts,  and  to  which  we  have 
pledged  our  allegiance  and  faithfulness.  As  members  of  the  church 
we  should  ever  strive  to  advance  every  phase  of  her  work  so  that 
our  beloved  Zion  may  be  as  effective  and  as  efficient  as  possible  in 
kingdom  service.  The  individual  who  supports  these  conferences 
and  gives  of  his  time  and  effort  to  make  them  successful,  is  con- 
tributing in  a  veiy  real  way  to  the  advancement  of  the  Kingdom. 
Every  local  church  has  her  problems,  and  the  situation  becomes  dis- 
tressing sometimes  due  to  lack  of  leaders.  The  sole  aim  of  these 
conferences  is  to  counteract  this  situation  by  developing  leaders  who 
know  how  to  handle  the  problems. 

The  enrollment  of  the  conference  this  year  was  not  as  large  as 
that  of  the  past  year,  but  some  figures  will  show  some  things  of 
interest:  One  hundred  seven  young  people  registered  for  the  courses. 
One  hundred  two  of  this  number  received  certificates.  Of  those  re- 
ceiving certificates,  only  one  received  one  credit,  only  seventeen 
received  two  credits,  while  eighty-four  received  three  credits,  which 
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means  that  eighty-four  took  the  full  course  offered  this  year  by  the 
summer  conference.  On  decision  night  fifty-nine  young  people  re- 
sponded to  the  stirring  appeal  for  part  time  or  whole  time  service. 
These  facts  show  the  interest  of  our  youth  in  seeking  for  a  solution 
to  the  problems  of  the  local  church  and  their  endeavor  to  bring  into 
the  hearts  of  the  people  the  Kingdom  of  God,  which  is  the  kingdom 
of  righteousness,  peace,  and  joy  in  the  Holy  Ghost."

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  MISSIONS 

(REPORT  DD) 

Your  committee  believes  with  you  that  the  missionary  interest 
of  the  church  is  the  supreme  interest  of  the  church.  It  is  the  Master's 
command:  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  gospel  to  every 
creature."  It  is  difficult  to  understand  how  a  church  can  claim  to  be 
a  christian  church  and  not  believe  in  missions.  It  is  equally  difficult 
to  understand  how  any  individual  can  claim  to  be  a  Christian  and 
not  believe  in  mission.  But  surely  we  do  believe  in  missions.  Then 
let  us  show  our  faith  by  our  works. 

What  is  the  great  problem  in  North  Carolina  with  respect  to  the 
missionary  enterprise?  Money?  No,  not  money,  but  the  lack  of 
interest  and  conviction.  Our  people  need  missionary  information, 
and  with  that  will  come  interest  and  conviction,  and  with  the  interest 
and  conviction  will  come  the  needed  money  to  adequately  finance  our 
missionary   program. 

How  is  this  information  to  be  gotten  to  our  people?  How  is  this 
interest  to  be  aroused?  How  is  this  conviction  concerning  missions 
to  be  gotten  into  the  hearts  of  our  people?  In  an  effort  to  bring 
about  this  desirable  condition  in  our  Conference  your  committee 
recommends : 

First,  That  our  people,  both  pastors  and  people,  be  urged  to 
read  our  own  missionary  literature  and  other  missionary  literature  of 
a  general  character. 

Second,  We  recommend  and  urge  that  our  pastors  encourage  the 
organization  of  missionary  societies  in  the  churches  they  serve. 
These  societies  will  do  two  needed  things:  First,  they  will  cultivate 
the  missionary  spirit;  and,  second,  they  will  assist  in  raising  the 
General   Conference   Budget. 

Third,  We  recommend  that  all  our  churches  endeavor  to  observe 
the  special  Easter  and  Children's  Day  services,  using  the  helps  pre- 
pared by  the  Secretaries  of  the  Board  that  benefit  by  the  offering 
taken;  and,  of  course,  take  an  offering  at  these  services.  The  proper 
observance  of  these  special  days  will  considerably  enlarge  our  giving 
to  the  finances  of  the  General  Conference,  and  will  add  greatly  to  the 
missionary  spirit. 
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In  the  Fourth  place,  We  recommend  that  our  church  members 
should  not  be  content  to  allow  the  women  of  the  missionary  societies 
to  raise  all  that  is  paid  on  the  General  Conference  Budget.  Each 
member  needs  to  realize  that  there  is  an  individual  responsibility  in 
regard  to  the  missionary  cause.

REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 
OF  THE  METHODIST  PROTESTANT  CHURCH,  INC. 

The  charter  of  the  Board  of  Education  has  expired  by  limitation. 
After  discussion  of  the  matter  the  Board  is  of  the  opinion  that  it 
would  be  well  to  reorganize  the  Board,  increasing  the  number  of 
members  to  twenty-one,  one  of  whom  shall  be  the  President  of  the 
Annual  Conference,  ex-officio.  The  plan  of  operation  of  the  old 
Board  was  found  to  be  very  satisfactory,  and  it  is  believed  advisable 
to  have  the  same  form  of  organization  for  the  new  Board,  which  is 
to  be  known  as  The  Board  of  Education  of  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  in  North  Carolina,  Incorporated.  While  it  has  been  thought 
by  many  that  eventually  both  Boards'  should  be  merged  into  the 
college  corporation,  for  the  present  it  seems  advisable  to  continue  the 
two  Boards.  One  especial  reason  for  this  is  that  the  Board  of  Edu- 
cation, as  a  separate  corporation,  must  guarantee  to  the  college  a 
sufficient  income,  or  a  sufficient  amount,  to  make  its  income  equivalent 
to  $25,00  a  year,  in  order  to  obtain  the  A  rating. 

We  therefore  ask  your  approval  of  the  re-organization  of  the 
Board  as  above  outlined. 

We  have  found  the  income  from  subscriptions  insufficient  to 
meet  the  interest  payments  on  the  mortgage  and  the  life  insurance 
premiums,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  to  secure  an  additional 
loan  of  $50,000  from  the  Jefferson  Standard  Life  Insurance  Company, 
the  security  given  being  a  second  mortgage  on  the  property  of  the 
Board  in  both  Greensboro  and  High  Point.  When  past  due  interest 
and  insurance  premiums  have  been  paid,  the  life  insurance  will  have 
a  cash  value  which  will  more  than  equal  the  amount  of  the  new 
loan.  It  is  needless  to  say,  however,  that  there  is  a  very  genuine 
need  for  liberal  contributions,  as  additional  borrowings  offer  but 
temporary  relief. 

Messrs.  George  T.  Penny  and  J.  M.  Millikan,  who  agreed  to  act 
as  financial  agents  for  the  college,  have  secured  subscriptions  to  the 
amount  of  $75,000.  No  general  canvass  has  yet  been  made,  but  no 
doubt  the  church  at  large  will  in  due  time  be  asked  to  supplement  its 
former  contributions  with  an  amount  sufficient  to  place  the  college 
upon  a  sound  financial  footing. 
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The  treasurer  has  set  up  upon  his  books  a  depreciation  account 
covering  furnishings  and  equipment.  No  account  has  yet  been  set 
up  for  depreciation  of  buildings.  This  will  be  done  during  the  coming 
year. 

It  has  been  thought  advisable  to  increase  the  valuations  of  the 
property  over  that  at  which  it  has  been  carried  on  the  books,  and  it 
has  been  done  in  accordance  with  an  appraisal  made  by  those  who 
are  entirely  competent  to  judge  of  the  true  value  of  the  property. 
We  are  showing  also  the  amount  of  the  new  pledges  secured  during 
the  year,  for  most  of  which  we  hold  notes  of  the  contributors.  We 
have  not,  however,  placed  upon  the  books  any  of  the  old  pledges; 
these  are  reported  as  they  are  paid. 

During  the  year  Mr.  H.  A.  Garrett  has  contributed  $5,000.00  upon 
the  annuity  basis.  Under  this  plan  Mr.  Garrett  and  wife,  should 
she  survive  him,  receive  interest  during  their  life-time,  after  which 
the  amount  becomes  an  unconditional  gift  to  the  college.  Mr.  Garrett 
has  generously  offered  to  accept  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  Vz  per  cent. 
As  6  per  cent  is  received  on  the  investments,  this  gives  the  college 
the  advantage  of  the  difference  in  rate.

REPORT   OF   COMMITTEE    ON    SOCIAL   REFORM 

(REPORT  GG) 
To  say  that  our  social  fabric  needs  many  reforms  is  an  axiom. 
One  only  needs  to  casually  look,  and  he  may  see  on  all  sides  a  ten- 
dency toward  all  kinds  of  evil  among  a  great  many  of  our  people  such 
as   intemperance,    Sabbath   desecration,    drunkenness.     Drunkenness 
even  among  some  of  the  young  women  of  our  state.  The  divorce  evil 
seems  to   be   on   the  increase.     Reliable   statistics   disclose  the   fact 
that  out  of  every  fourteen  marriages  in  the  state  there  is  one  divorce. 
The   trouble   is   not   that  we   do  not   have   divorce    laws,    but   that 
the  laws  are  not  strict  enough.     If  the  divorces  were  granted  only 
because  of  the  violation   of  the  law  laid  down  by  our  Saviour,  as 
it  should  be,  there  would  be  fewer  of  them.     Sometime  ago  there 
were  as  many  as  thirteen  cases  in  one  of  our  country  courts  during 
the  first  day  session.        There  are  many  other  evils  too  multitudin- 
ous for  your  committee  to  mention.      Therefore  it  is  obvious  that 
Reforms  are  necessary.     The  question  naturally  arises,  how  are  they 
to  be  brought  about?     And  we  believe  that  the  only  answer  to  the 
question  is,  Reform  the  would-be  Reformer.     By  this  we  mean  the 
person  needing  to  be  reformed  must  be  made  a  new  creature  himself 
before  a  reformation  can  possibly  take  place  in  his  life  and   con- 
duct.    Our  Lord  Jesus  has  given  us  the  only  remedy,  viz.,  "Make 
the  tree  good   and  his  fruit  good   or  else  make  the  trees  corrupt 
and   his  fruit   corrupt."      We    cannot  blame   a   sinner  for   sinning. 
He  can  but  sin  though  he  may  be  blamed  for  being  a  sinner.     He 
cannot,  being  evil,  live  a  good  life;  neither  can  he  work  a  moral 
reformation  in  his  own  heart;  nor  can  any  man  or  any  institution 
made   by   man   do  this  for  him.     The   transforming  power   of   the 
Gospel  of  Christ  alone  can  bring  about  a  condition  of  heart  that  will 
make  every  believer  a  new  creature   and   consequently  reform  the 
whole  trend  of  his  life  by  reforming  his  spiritual  life.     To  this  end 
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we  insist  that  the  members  of  all  our  churches  use  every  righteous 
means  to  bring  those  that  need  to  reform  under  the  influences  and 
power  of  the  Gospel.  We  would  urge  each  member  of  every  church 
to  invite  their  unsaved  friends  to  join  their  Sunday  School  and 
Christian  Endeavor  Society  and  especially  to  attend  the  preaching 
of  the  Word  and  to  insist  on  the  unconverted  as  well  as  others 
to  remain  for  preaching  and  if  possible  break  them  away  from  the 
wicked  habit,  that  some  seem  to  have,  of  not  remaining  for  the 
preaching  service   after   Sunday  School  is  ever. 

Your  Committee  believes  that  the  Church  alone  has  the  remedy 
to  make  society  just  what  our  Lord  would  have  it  be,  so  permit 
us  to  insist  that  we  give  God  a  chance  to  do  for  our  social  order 
what  He  alone  can  do;  the  one  thing  society  needs  most  is  Spiritual 
Life.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  EDUCATION  AND  LITERATURE 

(REPORT  HH) 

Since  Literature  is  both  a  product  and  a  maker  of  men's  minds, 
its  importance  may  be  more  easily  seen.  For  a  people  is  known 
by  the  literature  it  produces,  as  well  as  by  the  literature  it  uses. 
So  sequentially,  we  must  have  an  educated  people  before  we  can 
have  good  literature  from  that  people.  For  while  an  ignorant  people 
makes  history,  no  illiterate  people  ever  produces  good  literature. 
Therefore,  education  precedes  good  literature. 

A  religious  denomination  ought  to  produce  good  literature  and 
it  ought  also  to  read  good  literature.  Or,  to  state  it  differently,  a 
denomination  will  produce  literature  peculiar  to  its  own  tenets  and 
a  denomination  that  is  loyal  to  the  standards  its  leaders  have  set 
up  will  use  the  literature  which  its  headquarters  produce.  Especially 
is  this  true  of  the  church  papers  and  Sunday  School  literature  pro- 
duced by  a  denomination.  These  are  published  for  the  members 
of  the  church  and  unless  they  are  used  by  them  will  hardly  be  used 
by  others  to  any  great  extent. 

We  call  upon  our  people  to  support  loyally  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant, of  Baltimore;  the  Methodist  Recorder,  of  Pittsburgh;  and 
our  own  Methodist  Protestant  Herald,  of  Greensboro.  Either  the 
Methodist  Protestant  or  the  Methodist  Recorded  should  accompany 
the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  on  a  weekly  visitation  to  every  Meth- 
odist Protestant  family  in  the  North  Carolina  conference.  We 
believe  it  would  be  an  advantage  to  these  papers  should  a  goal  be 
set  for  them  by  this  conference.  We  therefore  recommend  that  the 
goal  for  new  subscriptions  for  the  Herald  be  800;  for  renewals 
1800.  That  the  goal  for  new  subscriptions  for  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant be  250,  and  the  goal  for  renewals  250,  or  that  there  should 
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be  at  least  500  copies  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  coming  to  our 
conference  next  year.  .  And  that  the  goals  for  the  Recorder  sub- 
scriptions be  100.  We  believe  that  if  the  publishers  of  these 
papers  could  see  their  way  clear  to  offer  either  the  Methodist  Pro- 
testant or  the  Recorder  with  the  Methodist  Protestant  Herald  for 
$3.00  for  the  year  to  the  same  subscriber,  it  would  increase  the 
number  of  subscriptions.  We  know  that  this  has  been  done  in  the 
past,  but  we  are  not  sure  that  it  is  being  done  at  the  present  time.  Our 
goal  for  our  Sunday  School  literature  should  be  our  own  literature 
in  every  Sunday  School  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference. 

Our   Colleges 

There  are  just  three  colleges  in  our  denomination  offering  four 
full  year  courses  toward  graduation,  known  as  A-Grade  institutions. 
Westminster  College  is  a  Junior  College.  We  do  not  have  informa- 
tion as  to  the  enrollment  of  these  out-of-state  institutions,  but  our 
own  High  Point  College  has  increased  its  enrollment  this  year  over 
last  fall's  enrollment  by  113 — that  is,  our  present  enrollment  is  316, 
the  enrollment  last  fall  was  203. 

There  has  been  open  this  year  at  High  Point  College  a  Business 
Department  or  School,  which,  while  it  entailed  considerable  addi- 
tional expense,  is  proving  to  be  very,  very  popular  and  we  believe 
will  be  one  department  that  pays  its  way.  Every  class  room 
in  Roberts  Hall  is  now  in  use  and  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide 
additional  dormitory  room  next  year  if  there  is  to  be  any  substantial 
increase  over  the  present  enrollment.  We  are  greatly  in  need  of  a 
gymnasium,  and  a  library  building.  These  two  buildings  are  essen- 
tial for  the  best  organized  activities  in  physical  education  and  for 
study  while  students  are  at  the  college  buildings. 

It's  quite  a  disconcerting  fact  to  know  that  while  we  have  only 
four  colleges  in  the  denomination,  as  stated  above,  we  do  not  have 
as  many  as  800  members  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in 
these  institutions.  Last  year  there  was  800,000  students  in  the 
colleges  of  the  United  States,  making  a  general  average  for  the 
country,  according  to  the  population  of  115,000,000,  of  one  student 
in  college  for  every  143  people;  yet  in  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  we  have  only  one  student  in  college  for  every  225  persons. 
When,  as  a  fact,  a  church  should  have  more  people  per  capita  in 
college  than  the  general  masses  of  the  nation  as  a  whole.  For,  if 
the  masses  should  send  one  student  to  college  for  every  143  mem- 
bers of  its  body,  the  church  certainly  ought  to  do  as  well,  if  not 
better.

REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  RURAL  CHURCH 

(REPORT  JJ) 

Every  Methodist  Protestant  should  be  interested  in  our  Rural 
Church  and  their  progress.  We  are  told  that  more  than  80  per  cent 
of  our  people  are  Rural.  Our  town  and  city  churches  to  a  large  extent 
are  composed  of  people  formerly  from  the  country.  Therefore  city 
church  should  be  directly  concerned  about  the  kind  of  recruits  they 
are  constantly  receiving. 
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But  we  as  Pastors  and  Laymen  are  interested  in  those  things  that 
will  keep  our  people  in  the  country.  Your  committee  wishes  to  men- 
tion a  few  aids  to  this  end. 

Good  roads  and  schools  boost  our  country  district.  If  our  rural 
people  can  get  their  children  in  good  consolidated  country  or  village 
schools,  one  of  the  greatest  desires'  for  the  city  will  be  removed. 
Good  roads  are  necessary  for  truck  conveyance  to  schools. 

In  the  second  place,  we  must  be  able  to  compete  with  the  city 
churches  in  equipment  and  service.  We  would  not  want  to  send  our 
children  to  a  day  school  where  eight  to  twelve  teachers  taught  in 
one  room.  Modern  churches  built  for  service  would  be  the  greatest 
appeal  to  our  country  people.  Good  churches  and  schools  will  greatly 
aid  in  keeping  our  church  leaders  in  the  country. 

Another  aid  to  holding  our  Rural  people  is  the  community  play 
ground  properly  supervised  by  the  leaders  of  the  community. 

In  the  fourth  place,  we  should  make  our  church  and  school 
grounds  attractive  by  sowing  lawn  grass  and  planting  flowers  and 
shrubery.  Some  churches  are  not  financially  able  to  build  modern 
churches,  but  all  can  make  their  church  grounds  more   attractive. 

In   the    fifth    place,    good   pastors    and   leaders    are   very   essential 
to  the  progress  of  our  Rural   Churches. 

We  also  believe  that  the  organization  of  pig  and  poultry  clubs 
among  the  boys  and  canning  or  sewing  clubs  among  the  girls  would 
be  helpful. 

Again,  Pastor  and  People  should  boost  the  good  in  our  country 
districts  and  do  all  they  can  for  their  welfare. 

Your  committee  wishes  to  make  the  following  recommendation: 

First:  That  the  Commission  on  Methodist  Co-operation  be  con- 
tinued and  that  it  function  at  every  point  possible,  where  the  two 
denominations   are  concerned. 

Second:  That  this  committee  endorses  and  recommends  the  recom- 
mendation of  Dr.  A.  G.  Dixon  that  the  Committee  on  Rural  Church 
be  continued.  We  believe  that  as  opportunities  arise  and  as  people  are 
willing  to  co-operate  some  of  our  country  churches  should  be  con- 
solidated.

The 
error  was  discovered  by  the  bank,  and  proper  credit  given,  but  they 
failed  to  notify  Mr.  Taylor  of  this,  therefore,  it  was  not  brought  to 
light  until  audit  was  made  of  the  books.

RESOLUTIONS    ON    LAW    ENFORCEMENT 

(Resolutions    2) 

Whereas,  We,  the  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Annual  Con- 
ference of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  now  in  session  in  the 
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City  of  Asheboro,  believe  that  the  18th  amendment  to  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States  is  the  wisest  piece  of  constructive  legis- 
lation that  has  been  enacted  in  half  a  century;  and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  disposition  on  the  part  of  many  officials 
to  refuse  to  enforce  this  amendment,  thereby  virtually  nullifying 
the    law;    therefore, 

Resolved,  That  this  Conference,  representing  twenty-eight  thou- 
sand members,  declare  that  it  is  unequivocally  opposed  to  the 
nomination  and  election  of  any  candidates  for  any  legislative,  judi- 
cial or  administrative  office  either  state  or  nation,  who  favir  re- 
pealing, modifying  or  nullifying  the  18th  amendment  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  United  States,  or  who  are  opposed  to  its  strict 
enforcement; 

Resolved,  That  we  call  upon  all  of  our  citizens  to  attend  prim- 
aries and  conventions  in  an  effort  to  nominate  the  best  men  possible 
for  all  public  offices  from  the  President  of  the  United  States  down 
to  the  humble  office  of  a  constable,  thereby  making  impossible  the 
nomination  of  any  man,  who,  if  elected,  would  not  respect  and  en- 
force our  laws,  especially  those  laws  safe-guarding  our  nation 
against  the   damnable   liquor  traffic.

REV.  D.  A.  HIGHFILL 

Drewery  Alson  Highfill,  son  of  Jeremiah  and  Permelia  Moore 
Highfill  was  born  near  Summerfield,  Guilford  County,  North  Caro- 
lina October  23rd,  1847.  The  oldest  of  a  family  of  nineteen  (19) 
children. 

His  Maternal  grandmother  was  Cornelia  Lanier.  The  Lanier's 
were  French  Hugenots  that  immigrated  to  this  country  and  settled 
in  Virginia.  Henry  Lanier,  a  great-great  grandfather  of  D.  A. 
Highfill,  settled  at  Speedwell  Iron  Works,  and  on  the  night  of  the 
battle  of  Guilford  Court  House,  he  fed  General  Green  and  his  en- 
tire army. 

Brother  Highfill  is  second  cousin  to  Sidney  Lanier,  the  Georgia 
poet.       Also,  a  first  cousin  to  Rev.  T.  J.  Ogburn. 

Brother  Highfill  united  with  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church 
at  Flat  Rock  Church,  now  Flat  Rock  Circuit,  July  1866,  under  the 
pastorate  of  Rev.  A.  W.  Lineberry,  D.  D.  Was  licensed  to  preach 
by  the  Fourth  Quarterly  Conference  of  Haw  River  Circuit,  October 
28th,   1871. 

He  joined  the  North  Carolina  Conference,  M.  P.  Church,  De- 
cember 1871,  at  Salem  Church,  near  Saxapahaw,  N.  C.  Was  ordained 
Deacon  December  1873,  and  was  ordained  Elder  December  6th, 
1874  at  Enfield,  North  Carolina. 

Brother  Highfill's  first  field  was  Tabernacle  Mission  (later 
LaGrange  Mission,  and  later,  LaGrange  Circuit — now  extinct.) 
in  1872,  and  his  last  Buncombe  Circuit,  1919.  Here,  his  health 
made  it  necessary  for  him  to  resign  about  the  middle  of  the  year. 
According  to  the  best  information  available,  he  was  transferred  to 
the  superannuated  relation  in  1909.  He  sustained  the  active  rela- 
tion to  the  conference  for  thirty-eight  (38)  years.  There  were 
a  few  years  during  this  time  that  he  was  "without  appointment  at 
his  own  request."  As  a  complete  record  of  the  charges  he  served, 
and  the  years  in  which  he  served  each,  is  not  available,  we  simply 
give  names  of  charges,  so  far  as  known: 

Tabernacle  Mission,  Buncombe,  Surry,  Cedar  Falls,  Randolph, 
Orange,  Granville,  Alamance,  Guilford,  Saxapahaw,  Chatham,  New 
Garden,  Mocksville,  Greensville,  Richland,  Denton.  Of  some  of  these 
he  was  pastor  more  than  one  term,  viz.,  Buncombe,  Guilford,  Orange, 
and  Saxapahaw.  Some  he  served  after  being  superannuated,  viz., 
Mocksville,   Greensville,   Richland,   Denton,  and1  Buncombe,  his  last. 

Brother   Highfill   was   one   time   member   of   the    General    Con- 
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ference,  and  for  a  number  of  years  a  member  of  the  Superannuated 
Fund  Society.  For  a  number  of  years  he  served  as  Publishing  Com- 
mittee, to  publish  the  Conference  Minutes,  and  often  served  on  im- 
portant committees.  He  was  one  of  our  most  loyal,  dependable, 
conservative  men.  His  preachng  was  of  a  high  order,  sound  and 
orthodox  to  the  core.  He  had  no  patience  with  sensationalism  and 
modernism. 

He  was  helpful  to  the  young  preacher  as  a  counselor,  when  he 
most  needed  help,  and  when  superannuated,  he  was  not  sour  nor 
sullen,  but  always  sweet  in  spirit  and  helpful  to  the  pastor,  faithful 
in  the  Sunday  School,  and  as  teacher  had  few  equals. 

Brother  Highfill  was  married  November  4th,  1879,  to  Miss 
Emily  Horney,  who  survives  him.  To  this  union  were  born  two 
sons   and   three   daughters,   who   survive   him. 

The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  itinerant  labors,  and  results, 
of  Brother  Highfill  for  50  years,  in  his  own  handwriting: 

"Salary  received  about  $12,000.00.  Average  yearly  salary  re- 
ceved,  about  $259.00.  Sermons  preached,  about  3,500.  Number 
of  conversions,  1,200.  Accessions  to  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church,  over  800.  Seven  (7)  young  men  entered  the  ministry 
under  his  administration.  Traveled  about  7000  miles  by  private 
conveyance  and  on  foot." 

Brother  Highfill  was  taken  when  the  call  was  made  for  the 
17  year  old  boys  during  the  Civil  War,  in  the  fall  of  1864,  and 
served  to  the  close  in  1865.  He  was  in  the  Battle  of  Bentonsville, 
Johnson  County,  North  Carolina,  in  March,  1864,  between  Sherman 
and  Johnson — a  hotly  contested  battle. 

Brother  Highfill  was  a  modest,  unassuming  man,  but  with 
strong  convictions,  having  the  courage  to  stand  by  and  maintain 
them.  As  has  been  said,  in  theology  he  was  sound.  Armininian, 
Methodistic  to  the  core.  You  always  knew  where  to  find  him.  He 
was  well  acquainted  with  such  Methodist  standards  as  Wesley, 
Clarke,  Watson,  and1  others.  He  had  no  time  for  experiments.  He 
knew  his  Bible  and  knew  his  God — was  sure  of  his  Divine  call  to 
the  Christian  Ministry.  He  was  a  man  of  one  work,  and  unhappy 
when  not  engaged  in  it.     May  his  mantle  fall  on  someone. 

One  June  8th,  he  attended  the  revival,  which  was  then  in  pro- 
gress at  Liberty,  assisted  in  the  services  and  was  unusually  bright. 
He  went  home  and  in  a  short  time  was  stricken,  and  after  all  had 
been  done  for  him  that  human  hands  could  do,  the  next  morning 
he  was  discharged  from  the  earthly  conflict,  and  entered  into  that 
rest  that  remains  to  the  people  of  God.  True  and  faithful  to  the 
last  hour. 

The  funeral  was  held  the  following  day  (June  9th,  1927)  in 
the  Liberty  Methodist  Protestant  Church,  and  at  his  request  was 
conducted  by  W.  F.  Ashburn,  and  W.  M.  Pike,  assisted  by  Rev.  F. 
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L,  Gibbs,  Pastor,  Dr.  A.  G.  Dixon,  President,  N.  C.  Conference  and 
Dr.  J.   D.   Williams. 

As  evidence  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  he  was  held,  the 
church  could  not  hold  the  congregation.  Twenty  five  of  is  brethren, 
in  the  ministry,  were  present  to  pay  their  loving  tribute  to  one 
who  had   been   so   true   and   served   so   well. 

He  was  laid  to  rest  in  Fairview  Ctmetery  to  await  the  glorious 
resurrection  of  the  saints  of  Godi 

"But  though  earth's  fairest  blossoms  die 

And  all  beneath  the  skies  is  vain, 
There  is  a  land,  whose  confines  lie 

Beyond  the  reach  of  care  and1  pain. 

Then  let  the  hope  of  joys  to  come

IN   MEMORIAM 

Martha  Jane  Bryant  Braswell  was  born  June  17th,  1851,  in 
Anson  County,  North  Carolina.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel 
and  Elizabeth  Bryant.  On  October  27th,  1872,  she  was  married 
to  D.  A.  Braswell.  To  them  nine  children  were  born,  three  of  them 
preceded  her  to  the  grave.  The  six  children  surviving  are  as  follows: 
J.  T.  Braswell,  of  Hamlet,  N.  C,  J.  S.  Braswell,  of  Rockingham,  N. 
C,  Mrs.  Lucy  Eudy  of  Hamlet,  N.  C,  Mrs.  S.  O.  Bundy,  Mrs.  F.  C. 
Gannon,  and  Mrs.  B.  F.  Waddell  of  Concord,  N.  C.  She  also  leaves 
twenty-six    (26)    grandchildren   and   eight    (8)    great  grandchildren. 

She  was  converted  and  united  with  Hopewell  M.  E.  Church,  with 
her  husband,  about  45  years  ago.  About  five  years  later  both  with- 
drew from  the  M.  E.  Church  and  united  with  the  Methodist  Protes- 
tant Church.  In  1904,  when  conference  sent  Rev.  D.  A.  Braswell. 
to  Concord,  Mrs.  Braswell  brought  her  letter  and  joined  there. 
With  the  exception  of  a  couple  of  years,  she  has  been  a  member 
of  that  church  ever  since. 

She  was  faithful  and  loyal  in  attendance  when  her  health 
would  permit.  She  was  a  god  wife  and  mother.  For  many  years 
she  labored  with  her  husband  for  the  church,  in  strange,  new  fields 
they  went — working,  sacrificing,  building  churches  in  weak  places 
that  the  cause  of  Zion  might  go  forward. 
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For  several  years  Mrs.  Braswell  had  been  a  great  sufferer.  All 
that  physicians  and  loving  hands  could  do  was  done  for  her,  but 
could  not  stay  the  hand  of  death  which  claimed  her  on  January 
23rd,   1927. 

On  the  following  day,  January  24th,  the  funeral  was  held  in  the 
home,  conducted  by  Rev.  G.  H.  Hendry,  assisted1  by  Dr.  A.  G.  Dixon, 
President,  N.  C.  Conference,  Rev.  N.  G.  Bethea,  Rev.  A.  Ridge,  Rev. 
H.  F.  Surratt,  and  Rev.  Lawrence  C.  Little,  after  which  the  remains 
were  carried  and  laid  to  rest  in  the  Concord  Cemetery,  to  await  the 
first  resurrection.

JOHN  HENRY  STOWE 

John  Henry  Stowe  was  born  in  Township  No.  10,  Cabarrus 
County,  N.  C.  February  1,  1853.  He  lived'  more  than  74  years, 
passing  out  of  this  life  in  High  Point,  N.  C,  on  September  18,  1927. 

He  may  be  described  as  a  man  who  thought  for  himself  and 
lived  and  labored  for  others. 

He  was  brought  up  on  a  farm,  spending  part  of  the  time  in 
school.  His  educational  career  brought  him  to  the  rank  of  Fresh- 
man in  North  Carolina  College,  a  Lutheran  institution  in  Carbarrus 
County. 

At  the  age  of  21  he  was  married  to  Miss  Margaret  Elizabeth 
Long,  of  Union  County,  whom  he  found  to  be  a  real  helpmeet. 

He  was  converted  at  the  age  of  thirty,  at  home.  This  fact 
reveals  a  leading  characteristic  of  the  man — a  disposition  to  think 
things  through  for  himself  and  then  act  from  well  grounded  con- 
viction. This  sometimes  made  him  seem  slow,  but  because  of  it 
he  was  more  likely  to  be  right  in  his  decisions  and  persistent  in  his 
courses  of  action. 

He  first  joined  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South.  Before 
he  was  licensed  to  preach  he  did  some  remarkable  religous  work  at 
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Bethel  Church,  Clear  Creek  Circuit.  He  organized  a  men's  prayer 
meeting  after  the  order  of  a  Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 
This  meeting  grew  rapidly  in  numbers  and  in  interest.  Later  he 
was  elected  superintendent  of  the  Sunday  School  at  that  church, 
and  awakened  great  interest  in  the  work  of  the  school.  Many  came 
from  Rocky  River  Presbyterian  Church,  from  Bogar's  Chapel,  from 
a  Baptist  Church,  and  from  other  places. 

Leaders  of  song  were  scarce  in  those  days  in  that  community, 
and.  Brother  Stowe  had  to  pitch  the  tunes  in  his  church  services. 
Yet  he  had  only  meager  endowment  in  music,  being  able  to  follow  a 
tune  only  a  few  notes.  In  this  predicament  he  managed  by  having 
Mrs.  Stowe  drill  each  week  in  the  first  lines  of  the  songs  to  be  sung 
the  next  Sunday.  When  he  had  started  on  the  first  line  the  congre- 
gation would  fall  in  and  carry  oni  after  the  leader  had  fallen  by  the 
way. 

It  was  natural  that  he  should  be  thought  of  for  religious  work 
in  a  larger  sphere,  and  at  the  age  of  35  he  was  licensed  to  preach 
as  a  local  preacher  in  the  M.  E.  Church,  South.  After  a  few  years 
in  this  relationship  he  decided  to  enter  the  itinerant  ministry  and 
also  decided  to  enter  the  service  of  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 
After  he  had  reached  this  decision  there  was  no  turning  back  and 
there  is  no  evidence  so  far  as  we  have  heard  of  any  regret  or  hesi- 
tation. He  entered  upon  the  work  of  a  minister  of  our  Annual  Con- 
ference and  continued  in  the  work  without  interruption  until  the 
failure  of  his  health  forced  his  retirement  in  1921.  His  full  term 
of  service  as  an  itinerant  minister  was  31  years.  The  following 
were  his  fields  of  service  as  pastor:  Peedee  Mission,  3  years;  Ashe- 
boro  Circuit,  now  Richland,  3  years;  Winston  Circuit,  4  years;  Guil- 
ford Circuit,  2  years;  Haw  River  Circuit,  3  years;  Richland  Circuit, 
4  years;  Guilford  Circuit,  1  Year;  Why  Not  Circuit,  5  years;  Richland 
Circuit,  1  year. 

The  following  comments  by  some  of  those  associated  with  him 
in  his  work  for  our  church  indicate  the  kind  of  impression  he  made 
upon  those  in  a  position  to  know  him  well. 

A  layman  on  one  of  the  charges  he  served  for  a  long  period 
writes  of  him:  "He  wlas  loved  by  all  who  knew  him.  He  was  faithful 
to  the  teachings  of  the  Master,  abounding  in  the  spirit  of  Christ." 

A  minister  thus  expresses  himself  regarding  the  character  and 
work  and  influence  of  Brother  Stowe: — 

"Brother  Stowe  was  a  real  man,  genuinely  honest,  sincere, 
truthful,  frank.  He  never  praised  to  please;  any  praise  he  offered 
was  to  encourage  and  to  commend  that  which  is  worthy.  As  a  man 
as  a  preacher,  as  a  pastor,  he  exercised  splendid  judgment.  He  was 
not  as  quick  to  speak  or  act  as  some;  but  when  he  did  speak  or  act 
as  some;  but  when  he  did  speak  or  act  what  he  said  or  did  was  in 
accord  with  wisdom. 
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"Brother  Stowe  was  a  father  of  the  people  he  served  as  pastor 
and  also  to  preachers  who  chanced  to  be  thrown  with  him  in  special 
meeting's  and  otherwise.  This  was  my  experience  as  one  of  the 
preachers  of  our  Conference;  and  as  I  went  with  him  in  and  out 
among  the  people  he  served  as  pastor  I  was  impressed  that  they 
regarded  him  as  a  father  to  them.  He  might  have  been  appropriately 
called  'Father  Stowe.' 

"He  was  a  prince  among  preachers.  As  a  practical  preacher  I 
think  he  scarcely  had  a  superior.  I  never  heard  lrm  preach  a  poor 
sermon  or  even  a  mediocre  sermon.  His  thought  was  such  as  to 
interest  and  edify  people  of  thought;  yet  it  was  such  and  expressed 
in  such  a  way  as  to  interest  and  edify  people  of  immature  minds.  He 
both  expressed  and  impressed  truth.  He  preached  a  great  gospel  in 
a  great  way.     Brother  Stowe  was  truly  a  great  preacher." 

Another  minister  long  associated  with  Brother  Stowe  writes 
thus  of  him:  "Brother  Stowe  was  a  man  of  a  logical  mind,  a  real 
preacher  of  the  gospel;  had  the  gift  to  cause  his  hearers  to  under- 
stand the  word  of  God.  He  loved  the  people  and  preached  to  them 
that  they  might  be  saved.  He  was  a  man  that  made  friends  by 
showing  himself  friendly.  The  world  is  better  because  he  lived  in 
it.  Doubtless  he  has  met  with  many  in  Heaven  saved  through  his 
ministry." 

These  ministers  and  this  layman  express  the  thought  of  many. 
All  our  older  ministers  and  many  of  the  people  to  whom  Brother 
Stowe  ministered  are  aware  of  the  greatness  of  the  loss  the  church 
suffered  when  he  was  taken  away.  All  who  felt  the  touch  of  his 
kindly,  Christian  spirit  will  agree  that  the  world  is  better  because 
he  lived  in  it  and  worked  for  it. 

As  we  think  of  the  great  vacancy  he  left  and  are  sad,  and  as  we 
sympathize  with  their  bereavement,  let  us  comfort  our  hearts  and 
theirs  with  the  thought  of  the  much  larger  and  better  place  Brother 
Stowe  fills  today.  From  that  high  place  in  the  glory  world,  he 
perhaps  looks  down  upon  us  with  hope  in  his  heart  that  we  too  may 
be  faithful  to  the  end  of  our  course  and  then  be  caught  up  to  share 
with  him  the  joys  of  our  Lord  in  the  life  celestial.

MRS.  J.  H.  BOWMAN 

Mrs.  J.  H.  Bowman,  nee  Miss  Dora  Greeson  was  born  Septem- 
ber 1867,  hers  was  a  glad,  happy  childhood  and  girlhood,  not  only 
because  she  was  raised  by  Christian  parents  and  from  infancy  knew 
of  her  loving  Savior,  but  early  in  her  childhood  she  surrendered  her 
life  to  Him,  and  her  trust  was  so  complete  and  her  face  so  beautiful 
that  He  filled  her  days  with  song;  and  hers  was  that  kind  of  life, 
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practically  from   its   beginning,   beautifully  decribed   in   the   verse, 
"The  Lord  will  joy  over  thee  with  song." 

On  January  13,  1886,  Miss  Greeson  was  married  to  Rev.  J.  H. 
Bowman  and  went  out  unafraid  from  her  happy  girlhood  home  to 
face  life,  a  co-worker  with  her  husband  in  the  ministry  of  the 
Methodist  Protestant  Church.  To  them  was  given  forty  and  a  half 
golden  years  of  service  together.  Her  husband  preceded  her  to  the 
Glory  World  by  eight  months. 

To  this  union  was  born  four  children  three  of  whom  survive 
her,  and  one  William  T.  Bowman  who  was  swept  out  into  the  Glory 
World  through  that  tragic  death  that  we  all  remember  so  vividly 
just  a  few  weeks  before  his  mother  went  home.  Those  living  are 
J.  T.  Bowman,  living  on  the  old  home  place  near  Liberty,  Mrs.  L. 
W.  Causey  of  Liberty,  and  Mrs.  Plato  Frutrell  of  Jamestown;  she 
is  also  survived  by  six  grandchildren  all  of  whom  she  loved  with  a 
deep  affection  and  for  whom  she  cherished  the  fondest  ambitions. 

On  April  13,  1927,  while  playing  with  a  group  of  children  in  the 
yard  methinks  Mrs.  Bowman  heard  the  Father  say,  "Child,  come  up 
with  me  to  my  other  room."  With  a  glad  surprise  she  slipped  her 
hand  in  His,  and  went  to  Him  where  the  mansions  are  prepared 
for  those  who  love  Him. 

Mrs.  Bowman  went  willingly  and  uncomplainingly  with  her  hus- 
band from  place  to  place  through  the  years  of  his  ministry.  Some  one 
said  that  back  of  every  great  man  is  a  good  woman.  And  this  good 
woman  labored  side  by  side  with  her  noble  husband  to  win  souls  for 
the  Master  and  to  establish  His  kingdom  in  the  communities  to 
which  his  church  called  him  to  serve. 

In  the  sunset  years  of  his  life  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Bowman  lived 
in  their  own  home  near  Pleasant  Union  Methodist  Protestant  church. 
From  the  community  come  beautiful  tributes  to  her  fine  Christian 
character,  her  helpful  associations  in  the  community  and  community 
activities,  and  her  gracious  hospitality  that  opened  wide  her  doors  to 
young  and  old.  Condensed,  these  tributes  may  be  summed  up  in 
this  sentence,  "We  all  loved  Mrs.  Bowman  dearly,  and  we  miss  her 
so  much."  Missed  from  her  church,  from  her  Sunday  school  class, 
from  her  missionary  activities,  and  from  her  community.  Missed 
by  her  pastor,  by  her  neighbors,  as  "Grade  Mother"  by  Grade  Eleven 
of  Nathaniel  Green  Consolidate  School  near  her  home;  but  missed 
most  of  all  from  her  home  group  by  her  children,  their  husbands 
and  wives  and  the  grandchildren. 

Her  pastor,  Rev.  G.  F.  Millaway,  pays  this  beautiful  tribute: 
"Sister  Bowman  was  truly  a  mother  in  Isreal.  She  loved  children, 
delighted  to  help  them.  She  was  helpful  in  the  church  in  all  its  work. 
She  was  helpful  to  the  preacher  when  he  was  preaching,  often  giving 
her  approval  by  a  nod  of  the  head.  She  was  always  pleasant,  cheer- 
ful, kind." 

A  member  of  the  community  has  this  to  say:   "'There  are  joys 
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not  unmixed  with  pain.'"  Such  is  the  feeling1  in  regard  to  the  life 
and  death  of  Mrs.  Bowman.  Leading  a  quiet,  unselfish  life,  trying 
to  make  the  children  happy,  the  end  came  as  quietly  as  her  life  had 
been. 

"We  held  Mrs.  Bowman  as  one  of  the  best  mothers  in  our 
community.  The  doors  of  her  home  were  ever  open  to  her  friends 
who  were  many,  and  there  was  always  something  uplifting  in  the 
atmosphere.  From  boyhood  until  the  end  came  I  have  been  a  fre- 
quent visitor  in  her  home,  and  I  always  found  her  the  same.  The 
example  of  her  life  will  ever  be  outstanding  in  the  Pleasant  Union 
community." 

Rev.  J.  E.  Pritchard  says  of  her:  "It  has  been  my  high  privilege 
to  know  Mrs.  Bowman  since  about  1900,  and  I  always  regarded  her 
as  a  very  high  type  of  Christian  woman  and  mother.  Being  a  very 
close  friend  of  her  husband,  it  was  my  privilege  to  be  in  the  home  a 
good  many  times.  When  I  was  a  student  at  Liberty,  I  often  went  to 
her  home  to  spend  the  week  end  and  I  always  found  her  to  be  the 
same  kind,  congenial  hostess.  In  fact  she  seemed  very  much  like  a 
mother  to  me,  and  I  always  regarded  it  as  a  great  privilege  to  be  in 
her  home  and  to  know  her.  In  all  of  my  acquaintance  with  her  I 
never  remember  her  saying  anything  against  any  one.  She  was 
deeply  interested  in  the  work  of  her  husband,  and  often  went  with 
him  to  his  appointments.  The  people  on  the  charges  he  served  were 
fond  of  her,  and  were  always  glad  to  see  her  come  to  their  homes. 
She  was  quiet  and  inoffensive  in  her  manner,  and  exercised  to  a 
large  degree  the  Christ  spirit  in  her  life.  The  world  is  better  because 
of  such  mothers  in  Isreal,  and  we  would  do  well  to  pray  that  God 
would  give  us  more  such  ones.  He  life  was  a  benediction  to  all  with 
whom  she  came  in  contact.     Blessed  be  her  memory!" 

THE  COMMITTEE. 

MRS.  DAVID  I.  GARNER 

Sarah  Elizabeth  Hughes,  the  daughter  of  Sandy  and  Angeline 
Hughes,  was  born  near  Haw  River,  Alamance  County,  October  29, 
1890,   and  died   September  2,   1927. 

Being  brought  up  in  a  home  of  economy,  industry  and  thrift  she 
there  learned  to  appreciate  these  gifts  and  learned  to  apply  them 
to  her  own  life.  This  home  was  a  christian  home  and  there  she  was 
given  the  encouragement  that  led  her  to  be  a  devoted  Christian. 
She  attended  the  schools  of  her  community  and  there  received  what 
training  she  could  to  fit  her  for  life. 

In  early  life  she  became  a  christian  and  joined  Haw  River  Metho- 
dist Protestant  Church.  She  was  a  true  consistent  christian  and  a 
loyal  member  of  the  church.  She  loved  her  church.  Pastors  as  well 
as  her  many  other  friends  well  remember  the  faithfulness  of  Sarah 
Hughes  in  the  Haw  River  church.     It  was  the  unusual  thing  for  her 
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to  be  absent  from   a   service  and  when  she  was   it  was  understood 
that  it  was  unavoidable  on  her  part. 

On  April  12,  in  the  Burlington  Methodist  Protestant  parsonage, 
she  was  married  to  David  I.  Garner.  For  some  time  after  marriage 
she  and  Brother  Garner  heard  and  heeded  the  call  to  the  Gospel 
ministry.  She  put  her  heart  and  life  into  this  great  work,  sharing 
with  pleasure  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  that  which  goes  with 
the  ministry.  In  1921  Brother  Garner  feeling  the  need  of  further 
preparation  for  his  life's  work  went  as  a  student  to  Westminster 
Theological  Seminary.  Here  his  good  companion  kept  the  home  while 
he  persued  his  studies.  When  Brother  Garner  came  back  to  this 
state  and  became  an  honored  member  of  this  conference  she  entered 
into  the  work  of  a  pastor's  wife  and  did  what  she  could  to  be  a 
blessing  to  her  home  and  the  people  they  served.  Some  one  has 
well  said  that  the  best  thing  that  God  ever  did  for  a  devoted  minister 
is  to  give  him  a  loving  and  consecrated  wife. 

There  was  born  to  brother  and  sister  Garner  two  loving  children, 
one  son  and  one  daughter.  The  little  daughter  perceeded  her  mother 
in  death  while  the  little  son  still  survives.  This  little  son,  the  hus- 
band, the  father  and  mother,  one  sister  and  a  great  number  of  loving 
friends  mourn  her  going. 

The  host  of  friends  as  well  as  the  members  of  this  conference  ex- 
tend our  deepest  sympathies  and  tenderest  love  to  these  dear  ones 
who  realize  most  keenly  the  passing  of  this  good  woman.  We  would 
like  to  comfort,  we  would  like  to  talk  all  sorrow  away.  But  how 
weak  and  how  empty  our  words  of  sympathies  are  to  the  heart  that 
is  torn  and  bleeding  because  of  the  loss  of  one  we  love  so  much.  And 
yet  there  is  comfort  to  be  found  in  the  same  Christ  that  has  visited 
so  many  sorrowing  hearts.  The  same  Christ  is  ready  to  sustain  in 
this  trying  hour.  His  love  and  sympathy  for  us  will  drive  away  the 
tears  and  enable  us  to  see  light  even  in  the  darkest  moment.

THE  BUDGET 


The  amount  apportioned  by  the  Finance  Committee  as  the 
assessment  for  each  charge  is  divided  into  two  parts — the  General 
Conference  budget  and  the  Annual  Conference  Budget. 

The  General  Conference  Budget  includes  all  the  money  that  is 
to  be  used  for  carrying  on  the  work  of  the  denomination,  and  in- 
cludes Home  Missions,  Foreign  Missions,  Education,  Young  People's 
Work,  Old  People's  Home  and  whatever  other  interests  may  be  de- 
cided on  by  the  General  Conference. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Conference  it  was  decided  to 
apply  to  the  Budget  all  the  money  raised  by  the  churches  through 
Children's  Day,  Easter,  Rally  Day  and  programs.  In  the  Budget 
is  to  be  included  also  money  raised  by  the  Woman's  Home  and  For- 
eign Missionary  Societies.  In  fact,  all  money  raised  in  any  way 
for  the  general  work  of  the  church  is  a  part  of  the  Budget  and  the 
local  church  may  have  credit  for  it  on  its  assessment.  All  that  is 
required  is  that  the  particular  interest  for  which  it  is  raised  be 
specified  by  the  remitter. 

The  Annual  Conference  Budget  includes  all  the  money  raised  for 
Annual  Conference  Work — see  report  of  the  Finance  Committee. 

All  money,  whether  for  General  Conference  or  Annual  Confer- 
ence Budget,  is  to  be  sent  to  the  Annual  Conference  Treasurer,  Mr. 
V.  W.  Idol,  High  Point,  N.  C.  He  will  send  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
General  Conference  whatever  monies  belong  to  him.  In  sending 
money  for  spec;als,  such  as  Children's  Day  or  Easter,  be  sure  to  tell 
the  Treasurer  what  it  is  for.  Otherwise  you  will  fail  to  get  credit 
for  it  on  the  part  of  the  Budget  assessed  to  your  charge. 

If  any  money  is  sent  to  the  Branch  Treasurers  of  the  Missionary 
Societies,  ask  for  a  receipt,  and  when  the  pastor  makes  up  his  report, 
be  sure  he  is  informed  of  the  amount. 
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ELECTION    LAW   OF    THE   NORTH    CAROLINA    CONFERENCE 

The  second  quarterly  conference  of  each  pastoral  charge  shall 
nominate  double  the  number  of  laymen  to  which  the  charge-circuit 
'jv  station — is  entitled  as  delegates  to  the  Annual  Conference.  Tne 
pastor  shall  announce  from  each  pulpit  the  names  of  nominees,  and 
appoint  a  day,  which  shall  be  that  on  which  his  appointment  shall 
fall  at  each  church  if  practicable,  for  taking  the  vote  by  ballot  for 
the  number  to  which  the  charge  may  \be  entitled ;  the  ballot  cast  by 
members  over  eighteen  years  of  age  to  be  received  by  class  leaders 
and  stewards,  under  the  supervision  of  the  pastor,  and  by  them  to 
be  counted,  and  the  count  forwarded  to  the  third  quarterly  con- 
ference, to.  be  compared  by  that  body.  The  nominee  receiving  the 
plurality  of  vote  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  the  pastor  im- 
mediately on  receipt  of  Delegate's  Credential  Card* — not  later  than 
September  1 — shall  certify  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Annual  Con- 
ference the  delegate  elected,  and  such  certified  list  shall  constitute 
the  lay  roll  of  this  Conference. 

The  alternate  delegate  shall  be  elected  by  the  fourth  quarterly 
Conference. 

Only  qualified  members — those  who  are  twenty-one  years  of 
age  or  over — shall  be  allowed  to  vote  to  purchase,  build,  repair, 
lease,  sell,  rent,  mortgage,  or  otherwise  procure  or  dispose  of 
church  property.

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A  BRIEF  HISTORY  OF  THE  NORTH  CAROLINA  CONFERENCE 
READ  AT  THE  ONE  HUNDREDTH  ANNUAL  SESSION

In  presenting  to  you  this  paper  at  our  One  Hundredth  Annual 
session,  I  am  reminded  of  a  remark  made  by  the  late  Rev.  J.  H. 
Bowman  when  presenting-  the  claims  of  the  Twentieth  Century 
Thank  Offering-  in  1900.  After  explaining  the  matter  he  said,  Now 
be  just  as  liberal  as  you  can  and  I  will  promise  you  this,  I  will  never 
ask  you  for  another  such  offering.  How  true  the  statement 
was!  And  as  we  celebrate  the  founding  of  our  church  and  a  hun- 
dred years  of  its  history  we  are  deeply  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
before  another  hundred  years  go  by  every  one  of  us  shall  pass  on 
to  give  an  account  of  his  stewardship.  A  hundred  years!  How 
long  is  a  hundred  years?  When  compared  to  the  centuries  gone 
by  it  seems  but  a  brief  spajn  and  yet  when  we  remember  that  some 
of  the  oldest  people  that  have  ever  been  in  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church  have  been  born,  lived  their  lives  of  usefulness,  have  gone 
to  their  last  sleep  since  our  church  came  into  existence,  then  it  seems 
a  long  time. 

In  this  paper  I  shall  be  able  to  present  only  a  few  facts  con- 
cerning the  North  Carolina  Annual  Conference.  The  facts  which 
might  be  presented  are  so  many  and  so  varied  that  one  hardly 
knows  where  to  begin  and  where  to  end. 

The  question  is  often  asked,  What  is  the  Methodist  Protestant 
Church.  Many  people  say  they  never  heard  of  it.  Some  of  these 
people  are  sincere  and  have  a  right  to  know.  But  before  attempting 
to  answer  their  question  I  would  like  to  say  that  this  is  an  age  of 
peace  and  co-operation  and  I  have  not  disposition  to  revive  any  of 
the  controversies  of  other  days.  In  fairness  to  our  Mother  church 
I  will  say  that  the  conditions  that  obtained  a  hundred  years  ago 
can  be  found  nowhere  in  the  world  today.  In  so  far  as  I  know 
among  all  the  denominations  it  is  considered  a  perfectly  legitimate 
thing  to  discuss  the  government  of  the  church  and  to  suggest  any 
changes  des'red.     But  it  was  not  always  so. 

And  now,  in  answer  to  the  question,  What  is  The  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  let  me  say  that  the  first  Methodist  Protestants 
were  first  members  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Early  in 
the  nineteenth  century  there  was  a  fierce  controversy  going  on  in  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church  concerning  the  rights  of  the  Local 
Preachers  and  the  Laymen.  When  that  denomination  was  organized 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  the  government  of  the 
church  was  placed  largely  in  the  hands  of  the  Itinerant  ministers. 
As  a  means  of  furthering  the  discussion  for  a  more  equal  represen- 
tation of  the  ministry  and  the  laity  in  the  M.  E.  Church  in  America, 
there  was  started  in   1821   the  publication  known  as  the  Wesleyan 
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Repository.  William  S.  Stockton  was  the  editor  and  Phiadelphia 
was  the  place  of  publication.  In  1824  this  publication  was  changed 
to  the  Mutual  Rights  of  the  ministry  and  Laity  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  the  office  of  publication  was  changed  to 
Baltimore,  Md. 

So  far  as  my  part  of  the  story  goes  the  scene  now  shifts  to 
North  Carolina.  For  the  next  few  years  the  controversy  waxed 
warm.  As  a  means  of  fellowship  among  those  who  wanted  the 
government  of  the  church  changed  and  to  promote  the  discussion 
for  equal  rights  there  was  organized  what  was  known  as  the  Union 
Societies  in  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  In  North  Carolina 
the  principal  battlegrounds  were  Whitakers  Chapel  and  Bradford's 
Church  in  Halifax  County,  Plank  Chapel  in  what  was  then  Granville 
County,  now  Vance  and  Moriah  Church  in  Guilford  County.  Of 
course  there  were  other  places  but  the  ones  I  have  mentioned  are  the 
most  prominent.  In  these  churches  many  members  were  brought  to 
trial  for  what  they  called  inveighing  against  the  doctrines  and  polity 
of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  Many  members  of  the  churches 
were  tried  and  expelled  from  the  church  by  the  pastors  in  charge. 
Others,  when  they  were  told  they  must  either  quit  reading  the  Mutual 
right  and  give  up  membership  in  the  Union  societies  or  be  turned  out 
all  their  lives.  These  Methodists,  these  friends  of  reform,  these  who 
loved  their  Lord  and  had  loved  their  church,  now,  finding  themselves 
without  a  church  met  the  friends  of  reform  from  other  states  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  November  12,  1828,  and  organized  themselves  into 
what  was  known  as  The  Associated  Methodist  Church,  retaining  the 
doctrines  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  but  with  important 
changes  in  its  government.  Those  who  were  present  at  this  first  meet- 
ing provided  for  another  meeting  in  Baltimore  in  1830,  which  meeting 
was  held  and  the  name  changed  to  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church. 

After  the  meeting  in  1828  Annual  Conferences  were  organized 
in  rapid  succession.  The  North  Carolina  Conference  which  is  the 
oldest  conference  in  the  denomination  was  organized  at  Whitakers 
Chapel  in  Halifax  County,  about  six  miles  from  the  town  of  Enfield 
on  December  19,  1928.  Rev.  E.  B.  Whitaker  was  elected  the  first 
president  and  Rev.  Miles  Nash  was  elected  secretary.  The  confer- 
ence was  composed  of  eigh:  ministers,  five  licensed  preachers  and 
twelve  laymen.  The  notice  given  concerning  the  plans  to  organize  was 
so  brie:  that  those  churches  in  Granville  County  did  not  have  time  to 
elect  delegates,  so  all  o":  the  members  of  th?  first  North  Carolina 
Conference  were  from  what  was  known  as  the  Roanoke  Distrct.  The 
ministers  present  in  that  first  Conefrence  were,  Rev.  James  Hunter, 
Rev.  E.  B.  Whitaker,  Rev.  William  Bellamy,  Rev.  Henry  Bradford, 
Rev.  Miles  Nash,  Rev.  William  Price,  Rev.  W.  W.  Hill  and  K<±v.  Ai- 
britton  Jones.  I  was  unable  to  obtain  the  names  of  the  licensed 
preachers  and  the  laymen. 

From  this  time  on  events  moved  quickly.     Churches  sprang  up  in 
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various  sections  of  the  State,  among'  the  most  notable  example  being 
Moriah  in  Guilford  County  which  church  came  over  in  a  body  into 
the  new  organization,  with  the  exception  of  two  members.  Bethel 
and  Liberty  churches  in  Guilford  County  were  quickly  organized  and 
the  new  movement  spread  to  the  various  parts  of  the  state.  Among 
those  who  played  an  important  part  in  organizing  Methodist  Protestant 
Churches  in  its  early  days  were  many  intellectual  giants.  Perhaps 
foremost  of  these  was  the  Rev.  Alson  Gray.  When  the  Associated 
Methodist  Church  was  organized  he  was  a  local  preacher  in  the 
M.  E.  Church  but  soon  came  over  into  the  new  fold.  He  was  a  man 
of  unusual  ability  and  through  his  efforts  many  churches  were  or- 
ganized and  established,  many  revivals  were  held  and  hundreds  were 
swept  into  the  kingdom.  There  were  many  other  strong  men  who 
played  an  important  part  in  the  work  of  establishing  the  Methodist 
Protestant  Church  but  I  cannot  mention  them  now. 

For  the  first  few  years  the  Methodist  Protestant  Church  in  North 
Carolina  grew  rapidly.  From  reading  the  record  of  those  early  days 
one  would  conclude  that  soon  the  entire  state  would  be  brought  under 
the  dominion  of  the  new  organization,  but  like  most  great  movements 
there  were  obstacles  to  be  overcome  and  its  progress  was  slow. 
However,  in  this  slow  but  steady  growth  there  was  ample  time  for 
studying  the  needs  of  the  new  organization  and  for  correcting  any 
thing  that  needed  to  be  corrected. 

One  thing  which  the  leaders  of  the  church  in  North  Carolina 
realized  almost  from  the  beginning  was  that  if  the  church  is  to  be 
efficient  it  must  have  trained  leaders.  With  this  in  view  Education  be- 
came one  of  the  important  words,  in  the  conference  sessions.  Even 
in  the  early  days  the  leaders  began  to  plan  for  schools,  however  as 
their  numbers  were  few  and  their  finances  limited  they  did  not  ac- 
complish things  as  rapidly  as  they  desired  to  do.  The  minutes  of  the 
twenty-seventh  session,  held  in  Fayetteville,  November  12,  1952,  con- 
tain this  reference:  "Brother  Walser  addressed  the  Conference  in 
reference  to  a  Seminary  of  Learning  proposed  to  be  located  in  the 
County  of  Davie."  The  minutes  of  the  twenty-eighth  session  held 
at  Fairfield  Church  in  Guilford  County,  November  11,  1853,  say: 
"The  Committee  appointed  at  the  previous  session  to  locate  a  Seminary 
reported  that  they  had  agreed  to  a  location  in  Davidson  County,  eight 
miles  west  of  Lexington  and  three  miles  east  of  the  Yadkin  River, 
on  the  lands  of  Thomas  C.  Crump  and  Henry  Walser,  they  agreeing  to 
convey  ten  acres  of  land  for  said  purpose,  ai^d  the  said  Henry  Walser 
agree  to  pay  five  hundred  dollars  toward  the  building  and  support  of 
the  institution."  The  minutes  of  the  thirty-first  session,  held  at 
Moriah  church  in  Guilford  County,  November  5,  1856,  have  this  to 
say:  "Yadkin  Institute  is  now  in  operation,  Geo.  W.  Nego  being  prin- 
cipal, he  paying  us  the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  for  the  benefit  of 
the  school  for  five  years."     This  was  the  beginning  of  an  institution

that  was  destined  to  play  a  large  part  in  the  development  of  the  North 
Carolina  Conference.  It  is  true  that  the  school  was  located  away  from 
town,  never  had  a  large  student  body  and  never  was  adequately 
financed,  yet  no  man  can  measure  the  influence  of  that  institution, 
for  the  leadig  ministers  of  our  denomination  in  this  state  for  a  genera- 
tion received  their  instruction  at  this  institution.  And  not  only  the 
leading  ministers  but  many  of  our  leading  laymen  received  their  train- 
ing and  their  inspiration  there.  Some  may  say  that  Yadkin  College 
died,  but  I  say,  Not  until  it  had  lived  a  glorious  life. 

Also  at  the  Conference  of  1856  a  proposition  was  brought  for- 
ward looking  to  the  building  of  a  Seminary  for  Young  Women  at 
Jamestown.  The  proposition  was  accepted  and  a  Board  of  Trustees 
was  appointed  to  have  oversight.  One  of  these  trustees  was  the  Rev. 
Calvin  H.  Wiley.  The  plan  agreed  upon  was  that  the  conference  be 
relieved  of  all  financial  obligation  in  regard  to  the  school  but  that  the 
Trustees  were  to  proceed  with  the  work,  with  such  means  as  they  could 
raise.  The  building  was  erected  and  named  Logan  Seminary,  after- 
wards changed  to  Jamestown  Female  College.  This  institution  con- 
tinued to  do  good  work  for  some  years  but  finally  was  destroyed  by 
fire  and  was  never  rebuilt.  After  some  years  the  church  ceased  to 
operate  Yadkin  College  and  there  was  no  institution  of  higher  learn- 
ing that  we  could  call  our  own  within  the  bounds  of  the  North  Caro- 
lina Conference. 

In  the  year  1894  Rev.  J.  F.  McCulloch  returned  to  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  and  started  the  church  paper  known  as  Our 
Church  Record,  afterwards  changed  to  Methodist  Protestant  Herald, 
with  the  view  of  arousing  interest  among  our  people  in  regard  to  an 
educational  institution.  Dr.  McCulloch  was  untiring  in  his  efforts 
and  would  not  let  us  forget  our  obligation  to  educate  our  own  young 
people. 

To  this  suggestion  there  was  some  response  and  some  effort  was 
put  forth  on  the  part  of  others  but  still  the  institution  did  not 
materialize.  The  Burlington  Conference  of  1904  took  a  decided  step 
forward  by  putting  Rev.  A.  G  .Dixon;  in  the  field  to  collect  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  with  which  to  build  and  equip  a  college,  the 
opinion  prevailing  at  that  time  that  that  amount  would  be  sufficient. 
Brother  Dixon  did  his  best  and  traveled  from  the  mountains  to  the 
sea.  He  presented  the  claims  of  education  with  vigor  and  enthusiasm 
but  still  the  goal  was  not  reached.  But  while  the  college  was  not  built 
then,  the  effort  was  not  in  vain  for  sufficient  money  was  raised  to 
encourage  our  people  to  keep  up  the  fight.  A  Board  of  Education  was 
created  who  should  have  charge  of  the  College  enterprise.  Another 
thing  which  added  considerable  interest  to  the  movement  for  a  school 
was  the  gift  of  ten  thousand  dollars  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Roberts  of  Kerners- 
ville  to  be  used  in  building  a  college,  with  the  provision  attached  that 
if  the  college  were  not  built  by  1920  the  money  was  to  be  used  for 
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educating  young  men  for  the  ministry  in  the  North  Carolina  Con- 
ference. While  the  college  was  not  built  in  time  to  use  the  money 
for  that  purpose  yet  the  gift  inspired  others  to  do  some  things  which 
they  perhaps  otherwise  would  not  have  done.  The  money  is  being 
used  now  as  a  loan  fund  for  young  men  preparing  for  the  ministry. 
But  still  the  college  question  would  not  die.  Some  one  said  the  move- 
ment was  born  of  God  because  it  could  not  be  killed.  Finally  at  the 
Enfield  Conference  of  1920  Rev.  R.  M.  Andrews,  D.  D.,  who  was  at  that 
time  President  of  the  Conference  recommended  in  his  annual  report 
that  we  either  build  the  college  or  quit  talking  about  it.  But  the  con- 
ference was  not  willing  to  quit  talking  about  it.  In  fact  the  Con- 
ference was  getting  ready  to  act.  At  that  same  Conference  the  Board 
of  Education  asked  the  Conference  to  appoint  a  committee  consisting 
of  three  members  who  should  confer  with  the  Board  of  Education 
relative  to  the  matter  of  building  a  college.  This  committee  consisted 
of  Rev.  L.  W.  Gerringer,  Mr.  A.  M.  Rankin  and  the  writer  of  this 
paper.  This  committee  met  with  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
entire  question  of  a  college  was  discussed,  whereupon  it  was  decided 
that  the  time  had  come  when  we  must  go  forward,  and  a  campaign 
Committee  was  appointed  to  launch  the  drive  for  the  finances.  This 
committee  consisted  of  Rev.  R.  M.  Andrews,  D.  D.,  Rev.  L.  W.  Ger- 
ringer and  the  writer.  This  committee  visited  the  churches  and  a 
great  deal  of  enthusiasm  was  aroused.  When  the  campaign  was  put 
on  in  the  churches  in  June,  1921,  more  than  two  hundred  thousand 
dollars  was  pledged,  but  still  the  goal  was  not  reached.  But  enough 
had  been  pledged  to  justify  the  Board  of  Education  in  going  forward 
with  plans  for  the  institution.  About  this  time  three  cities,  Burlington, 
Greensboro  and  High  Point  came  forward  with  propositions  for  lo- 
cating the  college  in  their  midst,  each  agreeing  to  give  a  site  and  at 
least  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  money.  High  Point's  offer  of 
sixty  acres  of  land  and  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  money  was 
accepted  and  two  fine  dormitories  and  an  administration  building  were 
erected  and  the  college  opened  in  the  fall  of  1924  with  Rev.  R.  M. 
Andrews,  D.  D.,  as  the  president,  and  an  enrollment  of  more  than 
one  hundred.  From  time  to  time  the  enrollment  has  increased  until 
at  the  present  time  it  is  more  than  three  hundred.  Last  May  the 
first  graduating  class  went  out,  numbering  thirteen.  In  this  long 
struggle  many  have  given  largely  of  their  time  and  means.  It  has 
meant  a  real  sacrifice  to  them.  If  I  may  be  pardoned  for  mentioning 
one  and  not  mentioning  others  I  would  say  that  no  man  has  done  more 
for  our  college  than  Mr.  J.  Norman  Wills  of  Greensboro,  who  has  not 
only  given  largely  but  has  carried  a  considerable  part  of  the  finan- 
cial burden.  There  are  others  who  ought  to  be  mentioned  but  if  I 
begin  where  shall  I  end.  There  is  this  one  consolation,  Our  Father 
above  has  the  names. 

A  history  of  the  North  Carolina  Conference  would  not  be  com- 
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plete  without  some  reference  to  our  Children's  Home  at  High  Point. 
In  the  year  1910  the  North  Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Home 
Missionary  Society  decided  to  start  an  orphanage.  An  old  building  in 
the  town  of  Denton  was  secured  and  the  Home  opened  to  receive 
children.  After  a  period  of  about  two  years  it  was  decided  to  move 
the  institution  to  High  Point.  The  women,  realizing  the  magnitude 
of  the  task  decided  to  ask  the  Conference  to  share  the  responsibility 
with  them,  so  a  Board  of  Trustees  was  appointed,  a  campaign  for 
funds  was  planned  and  put  into  operation.  A  considerable  sum  of 
money  was  raised  and  the  splendid  building  which  housed  all  the 
children  admitted  for  several  years  was  erected  and  opened  in  1913. 
Several  years  later  the  Penny  Brothers  of  High  Point  and  Greens- 
boro offered  to  pay  half  the  cost  up  to  fifty  thousand  dollars  for  the 
erection  of  a  modern  building  for  the  boys.  .This  building  was  erected 
and  is  being  used.  The  home  has  grown  until  now  it  cares  for  about 
eighty  children.  While  the  Home  was  started  by  the  Home  Mis- 
sionary society  and  later  became  more  of  an  Annual  Conference 
institution  it  also,  in  a  way,  belongs  to  the  General  Denomination  and 
is  in  the  Budget  of  the  General  Conference,  though  the  amount  con- 
tributed by  the  General  Conference  has  never  been  large.  And  let 
me  say  here  that  the  Children's  Home  and  the  College  have  been 
great  blessings  to  the  Conference  as  they  have  been  concrete  objects 
around  which  the  Conference  could  rally. 

Still  another  institution  which  deserves  some  consideration  at 
the  hands  of  the  historian  is  Bethel  Home  at  Weaverville,  N.  C. 
Several  years  ago  Rev.  Homer  Casto  came  to  North  Carolina  from 
West  Virginia  in  search  of  health,  being  afflicted  with  what  is 
generally  thought  of  as  ?n  incurable  disease.  After  spending  some 
time  in  sanitoriums  in  the  Carolinas  and  finding  conditions  in  such 
institutions  far  from  ideal  for  Christian  young  men,  he  decided  to 
establish  a  home  for  tubercular  young  men  where  they  could  go  at 
a  minimum  cost  and  at  the  same  time  have  Christian  surroundings. 
Finally  he  purchased  a  house  and  lot  on  the  side  of  Hamburg  moun- 
tain near  the  town  of  Weaverville  in  Buncombe  County,  North  Caro- 
lina. For  some  years  Mr.  Casto  ran  the  home  with  his  own  money 
and  such  money  as  was  sent  him  by  friends  who  had  heard  about 
the  home.  In  about  1920  Mr.  Casto  made  a  proposition  to  the  North 
Carolina  Branch  of  the  Woman's  Home  Missionary  Society  whereby 
they  would  assist  in  enlarging  the  Home  and  raising  finances  for 
its  support  with  the  understanding  that  some  day  the  management 
would  be  entirely  with  the  North  Carolina  Branch.  This  proposition 
was  accepted  and  since  then  the  women  have  raised  a  considerable 
sum  each  year  for  the  home  and  the  institution  has  been  enlarged 
from  time  to  time  until  now  it  has  a  capacity  for  several  patients. 
These  sick  people  go  there  and  in  so  far  as  possible  wait  on  them- 
selves and  live  as  one  big  family,  each  contributing  his  share  of  the 
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expense.  In  some  cases  it  is  necessary  to  have  nursing  and  other 
services,  which  services  are  provided  if  possible.  This  institution 
has  grown  in  favor  until  now  it  is  very  dear  to  the  heart  of  all  those 
who  know  about  it. 

Looking  back  over  the  year  we  ask  what  changes  have  the 
years  wrought  in  the  North  Carolina  Conference?  Perhaps  the 
greatest  change  is  that  of  our  attitude  toward  the  city.  There  was 
a  time  when  the  Conference  was  almost  exclusively  rural  and  in  a 
large  measure  we  are  still  a  rural  people,  however,  we  are  changing. 
The  charge  has  been  brought  against  us  that  we  were  afraid  of  the 
city.  And  for  may  years,  if  we  did  go  to  the  city  we  built  our 
church  on  some  back  alley  and  lost  a  good  opportunity.  But  now, 
in  the  language  of  Dr.  Lyman  E.  Davis,  "we  march  right  up  to  the 
city  and  build  our  magnificent  structure  on  the  corner  of  Diamond 
Avenue  and  Gold  Street." 

And  now,  lest  this  paper  should  be  too  long  I  must  close.  And 
before  closing  let  me  say  that  I  am  deeply  conscious  of  the  fact  that 
my  omissions  have  been  more  than  my  inclusions.  I  have  not  even 
mentioned  The  Central  Protestant  which  was  published  as  a  Con- 
ference organ  by  the  Rev.  J.  L.  Michaux,  D.  D.,  of  Greensboro.  I 
have  not  mentioned  the  fact  also  that  we  once  had  churches  in 
Wilmington,  Raleigh  and  Fayettsville  and  that  Annual  Conference 
sessions  were  once  held  in  these  towns  that  are  now  almost  unknown 
to  Methodist  Protestants.  I  have  not  had  the  space  to  tell  about  our 
heroes,  such  as  the  Rev.  W.  H.  Wills,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Wills,  the 
Rev.  John  Paris  the  Historian  to  whom  I  am  endebted  for  a  great 
many  of  the  facts  presented  in  this  paper;  the  Rev.  J.  R.  Ball,  the 
Rev.  C.  F.  Harris,  D.  D.,  the  Rev.  A.  W.  Lineberry,  D.  D.,  the  Revs. 
J.  L.  and  R.  R.  Michaux  and  the  Rev.  W.  A.  Bunch  who  is  often 
referred  to  as  the  finest  executive  officer  the  conference  ever  had, 
and  a  host  of  others.  These  have  all  died  in  the  faith  and  are  now 
around  the  great  white  throne,  arrayed  in  white  robes  with  palms 
of  victory  in  their  hands.  Surely  our  heritage  is  a  glorious  one  and 
we  ought  to  be  proud  of  it. 

What  of  the  future.  It  is  unbelievable  that  this  great  conference 
which  numbers  more  than  twenty-eight  thousand  church  members, 
which  claims  225  churches,  and  which  churches  have  in  them  some  of 
the  salt  of  the  earth,  which  has  more  than  a  hundred  preachers,  which 
has  its  own  college  and  its  own  Children's  Home,  which  has  a  church 
paper  as  its  own,  which  has  property  amounting  to  millions,  will 
cease  to  go  forward. 

And  now,  for  the  mercy  that  has  brought  us  to  the  one  hundredth 
annual  sessions  we  ascribe  honor  and  blessing  and  glory  unto  The 
Father  and  to  the  Son  and  The  Holy  Ghost.     Amen.
